Justment. Volume increases with 
some price recessions occurred fre¬ 
quently in the first quarter for the 
four industries concerned; mining, 
lumber, agriculture, and fisheries. A 
summary of provincial and other re. 
ports gave the following outline 
yesterday: 

MINING 

British Columbia mining produc¬ 
tion rose steadily In volume during 
the first three months of this year, 
but prices fluctuated, and base 
metal prices fell off sharply by 
comparison with the first quarter 
last year. 

Production in the first quarter, 
with the 1937 comparison, was a 
follows: Oold, 128.275 fine ounce 
(106,803); silver. 2.757,135 os. (2, 
819,793); copper. 16,762.783 lb. »7.- 
492.925»; lead, 99,485,347 lb. <96.803.- 
211); sine, 78,617.723 lb. <52,628.293) 
Prices varied in both precious and 
base metal divisions. Gold, at $34 98 
in March, 1937, and 835.05 in March. 
1938, was worth 835.13 per fine ounce 
on May 23 last. Silver fell steadily, 
from 45.12 cents in March, 1937, to 
44.56 cents in March, 1938, and to 
42.75 cents per ounce on May 23 last. 

BASE METALS OFF 
At the same dates, average prices 
for copper dropped lrom I8 60 cents 
a pound, to 9.72 cents, and then to 
858 cents. Lead slipped from 7.19 
cents a pound, to 3.559 cents, and 
then to 3.05 cents. Zinc declined 
from 753 cents per pound, to 3.19 
cents, and then to 2.78 cents. 

In so far as figures could be as¬ 
certained. base metal production is 
holding steady, with ore stocks 
under accumulation, at points. The 
decline in base metal prices, how¬ 
ever, has deprived British Columbia 
of some of the eliect of a strong 
base metal division, which last year 
yielded returns carrying lead far 
above gold in the annual output. 
Lower prices also will affect 
dividends. 

FOR EM PRODUCT* 

British Columbia forest product] 
industries started the year well, but 
ran into changing conditions in 
several markets, giving a spotty per¬ 
formance for the first four months 
of this year. Waterborne exports, 
especially to British Empire destina¬ 
tions. were reported holding well; 
quota lumber shipments to the 
United States were better 
average, but Prairie and mid-con¬ 
tinental rail movement* were below 
expectations, and prices were weak. 

War in the Orient found sharp 
reflection in both lumber and pulp 
divisions in British Columbia, in 
terrupting trade that promised well 
from last year. 

The Provincial log scale lor Jan¬ 
uary to April, inclusively, was 572, 
000.000 board feet, compared with 
599,000,000 board feet in a like period 
year, a decline of 27.000,000 
board feet. Figures for pulp produc¬ 
tion were not available, but one di¬ 
vision of the pulp And paper in 
dustry has been affected by the fall¬ 
ing off in Orient trade, it is believed. 

EXPORTS HELD 
Waterborne lumber exports for 
the first four months this year 
amounted to 383,055.164 board feet, 
compared with 337.799.018 board 
feet in a Uke period of 1937; an in¬ 
crease of 45 000.000 board feet. It 
was reported also that British Co¬ 
lumbia had filled 45.000.000 board 
feet of iu United State* softwood 
quota m the first quarter.

In most respects British Columbia 
is anticipating a fair year in farm 
endeavor. Prospect of Federal ac¬ 
tion to reduce feed grain rates 
bound Into British Columbia 
being eagerly watched by poultry 
raisers after governmental Ultima 
tlons at Ottawa last week. 

Producing nearly half of the total 
fishery output of Canada British 
Columbia was expecting 
year in sea food production with 
prices and markets containing the 
real key to the situation. With 
most of the season yet to come, 
fisheries reported a good start with 
halibut, but a Spring salmon catch 
impeded by fog and rough weather 
the West Coast.

The two main qptches, salmon 
and halibut, have scarcely com¬ 
menced. Outside of trolling for 
early Springs, begun late due to bad 
weather and now hampered by fog, 
the main salmon season will open 
on the night of June 26, with sock- 
eye and other varieties then in sea¬ 
son. Escapement was good. 

The halibut season opened two 
weeks later than in last year, on 
April 1. By April 30, Canadian ves¬ 
sels reported increased catches in 
Areas Two and Three; 1.845.655 
pounds in Area Two, and 76.935 
pounds in Area Three, with prices 
fair to good. These landings com¬ 
pared with 1.419,754 pounds and 
32,845 pounds, respectively, at the 
corresponding period test year. 
Total landings, including United 
States vessels, were 4.3S3.992 pounds 
in Area Two, and 2.946.897 in Area 
3, at April 30, an increase of 
900,000 pounds. 

Increasing canning of clams, in¬ 
cluding export of raw clams for 
canning, contributed to higher shell 
fish values in the first quarter. 

Wages for the first quarter are 
believed to have been substantially 
the same as in last year, within actual 
employment increased, and fewer,

EIRE'S ELECTION 

The election in Eire, to be held on June 17, 
should be divorced from some of the embittered 
feelings of the past. Mr. de Valera has* seised 
upon a psychological time when his rappoche 
ment with Great Britain has become an accom¬ 
plished fact through old differences becoming 
reconciled. The Anglo-Irish treaty has received 
the blessing of Dail Elreann. It is approved, 
perhaps with some qualifications, by Mr. William 
T. Cosgrave and his supporters. It is difficult, 
Indeed, to speculate on any outstanding issue of 
the election campaign, save that of the minor 
political differences that have divided the two 
main parties of Eire. 

It Is true that there are some who contend 
that the new Anglo-Irish accord has placed 
Southern Ireland outside the pale of the British 
Empire. They claim it has banished the Crown 
from the Constitution of the country and de¬ 
prived Irish citizens of their rights as British 
subjects, as well as making all British subjects 
aliens in Eire. There may be these implications. 
If they exist, the British Government has closed 
Its eyes to them. Sooner or later some fundamen¬ 
tal legal question will arise for decision affecting 
citizenship. 

As is customary, ths gaiety of politics In the 
Ireland that was. and the Eire that is, bill not be 
lacking. The Irish Monarchist Party is in the 
field and may nominate candidates. It stands 
for the restoration of Irelsftd as an independent 
kingdom governed by an Irish King and Parlia¬ 
ment. It claims that Ireland Is the Joint creator 
with Oreat Britain of the British Empire, and, 
therefore, Joint owner of that Empire. It urges 
that Ireland should share in the Crown Colonies 
and Mandates which, to an extent at least, she 
should administer as well aa Westminster. 

The campaign of the Republicans will be based 
on the argument that the new Constitution and 
the agreement with Oreat Britain mark a sUge 
of finality in Eire's march to complete independ¬ 
ence. The Anglo-Irish Agreement will do much to 
restore prosperity to Irish agriculture, and so 
should have Its Influence In the election into 
which Mr. de Valera enters, with his followers, 
with excellent prospects of a renewed lease of 
power. 


What the world In the world's affairs, as well as 
in the affairs of the hereafter needs is Ood's 
Guidance for a working philosophy of life, for 
one that needs no technical terminology, for a 
creed that can be verified when put to the test 
of personal practice.

Talkativeness is jArhape a matter of climate. 

It cannot, in this country, be a matter of having 
more to talk about than there is in other coun¬ 
tries, and there would be grief in the thought 
that it la due to any mental vacuity which would 
bear out the proverb that the emptiest vessels 
make the most sound. It may be that Canadians 
have more time than people of other nationalities 
for exercise of speech. Whatever la the reason 
of this talkativeness, it is not a trait of English 
extraction, fok* the people of England have a 
reputation for considerable reticence in speech, 
perhaps more so than is the case with most 
countries. 


A Christian who in the evening of hi* life 
writes the story of his pilgrimage cannot fail to 
utter thoughts that show the sources from which 
strength of character Is derived. This is the case 
with Dr. Rhondda Williams in the book of his 
reminiscences entitled “How I Found My Faith. 1 
It is a story of how. whatever the adverse circum¬ 
stances he encountered, he kept the flag of belief 
flying, and he khows that despite what many 
consider to be the difficulties of faith, there is in 
Christianity much that ia simple, direct and easily 
put to the proof. He has the will to believe and 
that has governed the conduct of his life. He 
recognize! that life may be shrouded in mystery, 
but realizes that this mystery has its purpose, 
and that in the probing of it there is discovered 
something of the nature of the Mind and the Will 
it expresses. 

There are those who have an easy faith, who 
believe that Divine Guidance can be made an 
excuse for laziness. This is not the credo of Dr. 
Williams. He has never considered that the 
function of religion la to lighten the intellectual 
and moral burdens, but, on the contrary. It Is to 
afford the strength to bear them. God-given 
faculties are meant to be used; religion helps 
man to think;It does not do his thinking for him. 
It is a matter of perception of the meaning of 
things from the background of an honest mind 
and a clean heart. Christianity does not absolve 
men from making mistakes, or from being 
creatures of impulse. When practised, what it 
does is to enable life's problems to be viewed 
with sober thought and discriminating Judgment, 
and In the light of eternal realities. Belief in 
the supernatural feeds the mind and fires the 
soul. Dr. Williams' conception is that efforts 
made on the moral and spiritual plane, so far as 
they are genuine, "are taken up into the ener¬ 
gising of the great Universal Spirit, and made to 
serve ends out of sight.” 

Fhlth has many difficulties, obstacles that 
obtrude themselves on every hand. It has, how¬ 
ever, when maintained, a transforming power, 
and this has been borne witness to by the testi¬ 
mony of its exponents down the centuries. In 
the story of moral and spiritual evolution, the 
worth of Christian character cannot be ignored. 
However history has been burdened with its sor¬ 
rows and its wrongs, there has been running 
through it like a thread of gold the influence of 
a beneficent power, one of infinite value in its 
gracious ministry to the world. It is a power that 
refuses to be satisfied with the things of time 
and sense; it is what inspires the realization 
that humanity is made for something more, 
something to which faith alone can offer an 
answer. Not to exercise that power is to stunt 
moral development, to thwart affections, to turn

’A” transfers securities to a com¬ 
pany for £100.000 He then makes 
a nominal settlement on some bene¬ 
ficiary for £1.000, with the provision 
that the Income is to be accumulated 
during “A**” lifetime. 

The next step is to make a loan 
of £99.000 to the trustees of the set¬ 
tlement and with that money the 
trustees buy share* in the company 
for £100.000. 

The company then returns the 
£100.000 to “A” in payment for the 
securities—s transaction involving 
only the exchange of cheques. 

The company pays dividends to 
the trustees corresponding to the 
Income from the securities. This in¬ 
come Is used by the trustees to re¬ 
pay the "loan” to "A."

Dear Sir —In view of soma mis¬ 
understanding as to the transfer 
rule for the balance of the 1837-38 
season. It would be appreciated If 
you will publish the following regu¬ 
lations: 

Reference to the Dominion Cup—

Having pruned ftrovtnciAl relief 
lists, the Province will continue with 
revision of municipal relief rolls, 
provincial relief officials Indicated 
yesterday. Municipalities will be

-persons earned on their books, with 
particular reference to thofte trans¬ 
ferred under the technical classi¬ 
fication of unemployable.” 

While no correct figures were 
available for the number of men 
transferred to municipal rolls since 
March 1, progressive shrinkage in 
lists of which the Province had 
record suggested the number to have 
been considerable. 

BELIEF LISTS CHANGED 
Before segregation of the lists, the 
Province reported a total of 70,297 
persons, including dependents. In 
receipt of assistance during Febru¬ 
ary In March this number had 
fallen to 83,907 Individuals, of which 
2.719 were In camps. For April the 
Province reported a total of 57.109 
persons on relief, of whom 700 were 
then In camp The new ruling went 
Into effect on March 1.

DISCARD TROUBLE 

Of all the small slams bid and 
made. I venture to say that easily 
40 per cent finds success through 
the kind assistance of the alleged 
defenders. Usually it la a question 
of discarding. The average defend¬ 
er Is not only hard pressed by the 
need for making five or six discards, 
but, what Is worse, shows his embar¬ 
rassment by hesitation, squirming, 
facial contortions, and even groans 
of anguish. Consider the position 
of the West player In the following 
hand:

This, of 
oourse, was duck soup for declarer, 
who had been worrying about the 
club finesse from the very start. It 
i now was the simplest thing In the 
world to throw West on lead, by 1 
leading the spade ten. and force a 
club return up to the major tenace. 1 

Imaginative and sound defence 1 
on West's part almost certainly 
would have led to a far different re¬ 
sult. West could see that he would 
be forced to make four discards on 
the diamond suit and. since It was 
highly probable that South held the 
heart queen, another discard on the 
third heart. Three of these dis¬ 
cards could safely be spades and 
one a club; the fifth, and crucial 
one. would have to be deceptive. If 
declarer did not have the A-Q of 
club* it would do no harm to blank 
the king of clubs If he did hold the 
A-Q it was just as vital to blank the 
club king, without groaning or 
squirming. In order to avoid a 
throw-in play that wins easily pre¬ 
dictable Thus, had West quietly 
discarded two clubs. leaving his 
king unprotected, my bet la that the 
declarer would have gone wrong 
He could not possibly know what 
West was doing and. therefore, 
would take the club Aneaae as the 
natural play for the fulfilling trick.

AVE you ever tried taking pic¬ 
tures “against the light”— 
that is, with sun or photo lights be¬ 
yond the subject point so that the 
shadows point toward you instead 
of away from you? 

This lighting is a source of many 
interesting pictures. Striking sil¬ 
houettes of trees and persons can 
be obtained. Sunlight, coming from 
above and slightly behind the sub¬ 
ject in an informal portrait, gives 
appealing highlights on hair and 
shoulder*. Numerous “different” 
effects are possible. 

When you take such pictures, your 
lens must be shaded so direct rays 
of sunlight or artificial light do 
not strike it. An inexpensive lens 
hood or sun shade 'see diagram> is 
very useful, and slips on easily. In¬ 
deed. it is an advantage to use sueh 
a shade for many picture* It cuU 
out stray sidelight* and reflections, 
gives brighter, wnappier'’ pictures. 

Of course, when the sun is low 
in the sky—almost on a line with 
your lens, the hood may not help, 
but frequently you can find a po¬ 
sition where the sun prill be hidden

Unit of Great Banking Organisation E*tahlfelird in 
Adjoining Municipality May 30, 1913—Hat

T OMORROW marks the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
establishment of the Esquimalt office of the Bank of 
Montreal. First offering its facilities to the community 
on May 30, 1913, as a sub-agency to Victoria branch, the bank 
in the next few years experienced a rapid growth in its busi¬ 
ness. As a result, the office, then a part of the Bank of British 
North America, which was absorbed by the Bank of Montreal 
many years ago, was converted into an independent branch 
in 1919.

One of the most Important events 
In the town's history took plaoe in 
ltlff when the construction of the 
Esquimalt Graving Dock, the third 
largest dock In the world, capable of 
aooomntodatlng the biggest ships 
afloat, waa completed by the De¬ 
partment of Public Works at a cost 
of $6,760,000. 

Providing the only banking facul¬ 
ties in bqulmalt for nearly all of 
the last twenty-five years, the bank 
has played an important part In the 
development of the town, ensuring 
the security of Its customers' de- 
, posits at all times and extending to 
the citisens the up-to-date and ef¬ 
ficient banking services of a nation¬ 
wide organisation. 

The managers of the Esquimalt 
branch of the bank have always 
taken a keen snd active interest In 
rodtaounUy affair* The first man¬ 
ager waa E. J. M Williams, and 
later managers were P. J. Daniels, 
who had charge for thirteen years, 
and R. E. Haack. now manager of 
the Merritt branch. D. H. 1. 8hU- 
drlck. the present manager, took 
charge In April, ItM. 

THE PARENT BANK 
It was on November J, 1617. when 
Pioneer Canadians were doing prac¬ 
tically aU their business by barter, 
thad the Bank of Montreal—the first 
permanent bank In British North 
America—opened Us doors for busi¬ 
ness to a modest little rented office 
In Bt- Paul Street, Montreal, with 
the formidable capital of 6350.000 
Trading in the Canadian colonies 
in the early 1600's was carried on 
tinder great hardships, and It was, 
In fact, to ameliorate the exceed¬ 
ingly chaotic and primitive condi¬ 
tions under which the businessmen 
of that day had to conduct their 
financial affairs that the bank was 
established ~ 

At the time Canada, of course, 
had no currency of its own. The 
colonise wers much too poor to af¬ 
ford such s luxury, and not only 
American, British and French, but 
Spanish and Portuguese money was 
in circulation. Naturally, the ratios 
of exchange Into colonial money of 
account were subject to frequent 
variations Aa a consequence, do¬ 
mestic trade was carried on princi¬ 
pally by barter and International 
buslnssa waa on a very unstable 
basis. 

P1RMT rt’ERENCV 

Founded by nine English snd 
Scottish merchants of Montreal, the 
bank set about the business of giv¬ 
ing some semblance of organization 
to the financial Ufe of the oountry 
and its first task was the Issue of 
paper currency—that Is, the bank s 
own bills In small denominations— 
and. later, copper coins Specimens 
of this currency—which was in 
reality the first Canadian money— 
are preserved In the bank's museum 
In Montreal 

Not only did the bank provide a 
medium of exchange such as hfd 
hitherto been lacking, but It nursed 
along the early enterprises of the 
country, and straightened out the 
difficulties of lnterurban, lnterpro- 
vlnciai snd International trading 
One of the most Important factors 
contributing to this achievement was 
the policy, adopted by the bank's 
directors at the Inception, of setting 


gic points in the colony. For in¬ 
stance. two weeks after the found¬ 
ing of the Institution in Montreal, 
the directors opened an office at 
Quebec City, which six months later 
became known as an Offioe of Dis¬ 
count and Deposit." In fee follow¬ 
ing month agents were appointed at 
Kingston which was then Important 
as a garrison town. Ind York, as To¬ 
ronto was then known, which, with 
a population of 1,006, was an out¬ 
post lor lumbering snd the fur 
trade—industries which formed the 
only basis for the export business of 
the country. f 
And so it was everywhere through¬ 
out the country; as conditions de¬ 
manded. the bank planted Its 
branches for facilitating the agri¬ 
cultural development of tlut country, 
its manufacturing Industries, and lta 


Since those pioneering days whan 
the bank's officers traveled from 
branch to branch, "at first safe op¬ 
portunity’’ as old records aay, to this 
modern, era when the institution 
sends Its representatives out to the 
frontiers by airplane to open 
branches In the mining country, the 
history of the Bank of Montreal 
copiously demonstrates that the 
pioneering spirit of Canada s earli¬ 
est bankers has motivated the con¬ 
duct of their successors from one 
generation to the next. 

Today the bank haa more than 
500 branches throughout Canada 
and Newfoundland, with its own of¬ 
fices In London, New York. Chicago 
and 8an Francisco The size of its 
capital and reserves at 675 000,000 
today stands in sharp contrast with 
the corresponding figure of 130 years 
ago. when the bank began business 
with 6350.000 Perhaps a more 
graphic indication of the bank's 
growth and the assistance It has 
rendered toward the development 
of the country Is the fact that to¬ 
day It has over a million deposit ac- 
counta—about one In every four in 
the Dominion.

F ROM my very earliest year* I have 
been what la known in the Old Coun¬ 
try as a railway maniac. Locomotives 
lave always been my hobby, and I have 
itudiejd them closely since boyhood. So 
when the editor of The Locomotive Maga- 
ilne heard I was going to England, he 
ssked me to get permission from the 
C.P.R. to ride on the engines of my train 
at various points in British Columbia, 
particularly in the Selkirks and the 
Rockies, to write of what I saw Arrange¬ 
ments were made to allow of my being in 
the cab cast of Revelstoke. But as things 
actually turned out, 1 covered the entire 
distance. 640 miles, from Vancouver to 
Calgary, in the cabs of four engines, on 
two trains, number Two and number Four, 
.he ‘ Imperial’’ and ‘ Dominion,’’ un suc- 
:essive days, with a stop-over at Kam¬ 
loops In the middle, and in this article X 
am going to try and convey to the reader 
something of the fascination of the trip 
•hat resulted, which I felt to the fulT. 

At the Roundhouse 

T HE story begins' on Easter 8unday 
morning, which was spent in the 
roundhouse at Vancouver, getting infor- 
natlon about the engines I waa to ride. 
No. 3700. the one 1 was to be with the 
following day. was still waking the 
•chocs in the mountains, somewhere be¬ 
tween Revelstoke and Vancouver, on her 
way home, but a sister engine was over 
the pit, and I went all round it and into 
the cab with Mr. Nickerson, one of the 
staff, wetting primed With technical and 
jther details to enable me to do Justice 
to the handling of No. 2700 on the mor¬ 
row. I was promised an extra seat In the 
cab, which waa much appreciated, as I 
spent nine hours on No. 2700 before I 
rlimbed down to terra firms at Kam¬ 
loops. A locomotive is a very bumpy ve¬ 
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due tor and engineer, I set off for the 
roundhouse. But first, what Is a release? 
It is an agreement, releasing the C.P.R 
from ail liability or claim tor damages in 
the event of injury to me while riding on 
the engine. Subdued but determined. I 
signed the release; 1 felt my fate was 
sealed. At the roundhouse, Mr. Oeorge, 
locomotive foreman, took me out to No. 
2700 and introduced me to Engineer Fee 
and Fireman McDaniela. 

Towards the Mountains 

HE riding of the engine seemed to me 
a shade rough, and it was admitted 
that for certain technical reasons that I 
won’t go into, this might have been the 
case. There waa a subdued roar in the 
cab; the rumble of the wheels, the rush 
of air into the Are box. the distant harsh 
beat of the exhaust, all blended into a 
symphony which to me was music, but 
which nv.de conversation somewhat of an 
effort. At every level crossing the en¬ 


gineers hand—*«nt to the whistie puU. 
and the signal—two long and two short 
- bellowed out. At frequent intervals as 
the grade varied, the throttle and valve 
gear were manipulated McDaniels was 
busy with his controls, toe If the pres¬ 
sure fell below the proper figure, 200 
pounds, more oil was sprayed to the rag¬ 
ing mass of flames I could see through the 
peep-hole in the fire door. Once several 
scoops of sand went into the fire box to 
be sucked through the flues, cutting out 
the oily deposit that formed on them, 
which was thfcn blown out of the chim¬ 
ney. a simple way of cleaning them. When 
things were going smoothly, I stood by 
McDaniels’ seat, and he pointed out ob¬ 
jects of interest we passed and told yams 
and made many a remark well worthy of 
putting into this story if only. I had 
space for them. Sometimes I would look 
back to tee the train following, snakelike, 
uncoiling, rounding a bend, to straighten 
out ggarn as the curve was left behind. 


hicle to ride, and standing up in the cab 
lor such a lengthy period would have 
sapped a good deal of even my enthusi¬ 
asm As this Is not a technical article. 
I shall not weary the reader with such 
matter, merely saying that No. 2700 was 
of the “Pacific” type, with six coupled 
driving wheels seventy Inches In diameter.

Prehistoric Fish Found 

S OVIET school children have had the 
thrill of discovering fossilised fish 
which lived half a billion years ago. They 
have come upon hew and rich deposits of 
these fossils near Lake Ladoga, which 
forms part of the border between Soviet 
Russia and Finland. Experts of the 
Paleontological Institute of the Russian 
Academy of Sciences say the fish belong 
to the Devonian period In geological his¬ 
tory, when great parte of Europe were 
covered by prehistoric seas. 

A special expedition of the Institute Is 
now carrying on excavations which are 
yielding many valuable specimens In the 
old red sandstone formation* along the 
Bias River, which runs Into Lake Ladoga. 
The Paleontological Institute also has ex¬ 
peditions going to Wrangel Island this 
year, one section taking a steamer espe¬ 
cially fitted with a vast refrigerator to 
bring back the carcass of the completely 
preserved mammoth discovered last 
Winter. 

At Kursk, In Central Russia, a school 
teacher has Just found the bones, tusks 
and part of the spine of another mam¬ 
moth. and an expedition is leaving for this 
district this month.

|OLO, the fastest of games, is played 
'wherever Britons are, and Victoria 
* has a very active club engaged in the 
equestrian sport. This game, which might 
be called hockey on horseback, subordi¬ 
nates man to the horse, for no matter how 

* expert the player, he is without use if rid¬ 
ing an untrained pony. Thus, to prepare 
their mounts for intercity games during 
the Summer, the Victoria poloiste com¬ 
menced practice early in April. 

Ooing to the polo grounds on Foul Bay 
Road one Sunday afternoon, we were Just 
in time to see play begin. Clear skies, the 
Olympics, unveiled for the hour, a stretch 
of green turf, #ell-groomed horses carry¬ 
ing white-clad riders, made picturesque 
the scene for the playing of the age-old 
game. Tot polo was being played in the 
Orient twenty or thirty centuries ago. 
Brought to India from Cachar. Assam, in 
1863, by returning British troops, the game 
.was flrst played in England in 1871, and in 

I America in 1876, and is played by the Vic¬ 
toria teams today with the essentials of 
the original form still retained. 

Four Reds and the All-Star four, lined 
up at the centre of the turf held, were 
ready for action. The Reds shooting in 
an easterly direction, were numbered from 
the left, 1, 2. 3. and the back, or defence 

* player, numbered 4. Similarly the All- 

* Stars, facing west, were numbered from 
their left, 1, 2, 3 and 4. The referee, 
mounted and equipped with whistle and a 
pronged cane with which to lift the ball 

/ from the ground, threw the ball between 
the two rows of players, and the game 
was on. \ 

Game's Objective 

T HE objective of the players is to drive 
the ball, striking it with a long-han¬ 
dled mallet, between the goal posts of the 
* opposing team. The goals are at the 
centre at either end of the held, and the 
posts are twenty-two feet apart. 

The tactics of offence are for the for¬ 
wards, numbers 4. 2 and 3. to string out 
lengthwise down the field, and by combi¬ 
nation to drive the ball into the oppon¬ 
ents’ territory. That is, number 1 will at¬ 
tempt to hit the ball, and if he misses his 
shot, ride so that number 2, behind, will 
then hit the ball up to him. or should 2 
miss, number 3 will drive the ball up to 
him Number 4. the back, remains in his 
own half of the field to defend his goal. 


Each player has a definite opponent to 
watch, for the opposing team also will 
string out, so that the bapk of the All-. 
Stars checks the number 1 player of the 
Reds; number 3, All 8tars, checks number 
2 of the Reds; number 2, AIL-Stars, checks 
number 3 Reds, and 1, All-Stars, checks 
number 4 Reds. A rider stops his oppon- 
end by riding alongside and crowding him 
out of the play or by riding up behind and 
hooking his stick Just as he is going to hit 
the ball. 

Tiring for Horses 

S O fast is the play that the player’s 
ponies, at the end of the flrst period 
of seven minutes, called.a chukker, were 
practically winded. There are .six chuk- 
kers to a game and a pony is used Tor two 
chukkers: thus a player must have three 
mounts, well conditioned. 

Between chukkers Just sufficient time is 
allowed to change ponies. At half time 
there is a ten-minute rest. During this 
period it was possible to learn the extent 
of equipment required by a player and a 
few facts about the horses. 

The men wear steel, helmets, which 
protect theni from flying sticks and balls, 
white riding breeches and black riding 
boots. It is a much different boot from 
that worn by a cowboy, having a lower 
heel and longer upper. Different col¬ 
ored shirts are worn to distinguish friend 
from opponent. 

The players' three ponies are equipped 
with bridles, martingales. English saddles, 
light in weight and permitting freedom of 
movement to the rider. For protection, 
the horse's forelegs, between the knee and 
hock, are bandaged. 

Polo ponies are not a distinct breed, but 
the foal allowing speed and good sense is 
singled out for special training to prepare 
him for eventual polo playing. This foal, 
besides having stamina and good tempera¬ 
ment, must have height, for when fully 
grown he will need to be at least fourteen 
hands, the minimum for polo. 

Training Ponies 

T HE training for polo is a lengthy Job. 

After breaking, the colt is taught for 
at least a year the ways of an ordinary 
saddle horse. It is very necessary that he 
become handy—that 1s, turn easily, stop 
quickly and break into a run instantly 
when given a heel by . his rider. Then 
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comes the pony’s introduction to the polo 
stick. This is a stage in training where 
great care must be taken not to strike ac¬ 
cidentally the pony with the stick. For 


if the horse is ever hit on the head he will 
■very likely lurch to the side, thereafter, at 
each swing of the club. Once the pony 
becomes accustomed to a swinging stick

North Bend to Kamloops 

A FTER leaving North Bend, we ex¬ 
change the Fraser Canyon for the 
Thompeon. They Join at Lytton. and we 
croes to the left bank The C.NJl. does 
the same, and the Cariboo Highway fol¬ 
lows suit. The type of country alters, too, 
the moist, misty, tree-covered valleys and 
mountains giving way to the sun-baked 
hills of the dry belt. It gets warmer. Fire¬ 
man Thomas suggests that we can both 
use his seat If I sit well forward, and I 
fit myself in between the fire box and the 
:ab side, with a good lookout ahead and 
to the left, while he sita behind me and 
^ik» to me over my shoulder. The sun 
pours in on my left side, and the fire box 
warms me up on the right to such an 
extent that I take off my coat and sit in 
shirt-sleeved comfort, the caressing breeie 
swirling in through the open window. The 
track is very twisty along here, we snake 
around bend after bend, and dive through 
little tunnels, and whenever I look back 
the train seems to be on a curve. No. 
2700 forges sturdily ahead, no vapor 
showing above the chimney, the dry air 
and superheated steam making the ex¬ 
haust invisible. There is only a faint haze 
of smoke above the chimney, and a harsh 
snarl comes back to the cab from the 
front end. Watching all that goes on. 
chatting to Moulding and Thomas, and 
basking in the afternoon sun, the train 
runs on high above the river. Two hours 
brings us to Spences Bridge; then Ash¬ 
croft—where the potatoes come from— 
Tranquille, the great Sanatorium, is seen 
across the river, Kamloops is not far off. 
We reach the yard limit, the bell begins 
to sound, and we run through the station, 
:oming to a stand lust on time at 7:10 
p.m., nine houVs after leaving Vancouver. 
Houldlng and Thomas have Indeed proved 
worthy of the mantle of Fee and Mc¬ 
Daniels. 

Darkness and Dawn 

T HE cab looks different this morning. 

It is dark, and engineer, fireman and 
controls are all more vaguely positioned. 
The gauges ard lit up. not by separate 
lamps, but from a single shielded one 
Ugh up at the back of the cab, with 
openings cunningly cut in the screen so 
that pencils of light shine down on the 
Hals without dasxling the engine crew. 
The track ahead is lit up like day. but at 
ihe sides objects pass by so hidden by 
darkness I caA only guess at their mean¬ 
ing. The mountains are out of sight; 
mmense black space—perhaps a deep 
valley. But gradually a dim grey light 
r begins to filter through into the cab, and 
the snowcaps of the mountains are Upped 
with pink and gold. Brighter and clearer 
rose the dawn outside; sharper and more 
tistinct everything shows in the cab until 
rays of sunlight once more light up the 
passing scene. The headlight is switched 
off. and everything takes on yesterday’s 
familiar aspect. We stop at Chase for 
water, and for another engine to come on 
ahead of us, and help us up the 500-foot 


rise to Notch Hill, sixteen miles away It 
is No. 5806. a ten-coupled freight engine. 
Oovett suggests I Join her to have a 
better view, and I do so. The fireman 
offers me his seat, and I sit looking out 
over Shuswap Lake. The engineer shows 
where he crashed into a car at a crossing 
a few days before, and describes what the 
car looked like afterwards! At Notch 
Hill No. 5806 comes off, and I come back 
to No. 2716. Deptford treating me to a 
most fascinating talk of his experiences 
as pilot on the "Royal Scot" in 1933, and 
to funny yams about Gilbertson, her 
driver. Fireman Deptford actually halls 
from Deptford, London. When I said I 
came from Croydon, nearby, we felt we 
were "Townies’’ and became more friendly 
than ever. Oovett gives me a real en¬ 
gineer’s cap. and I look quite professional 
when I put it on. We pass a granite col¬ 
umn In a fenced grass plot; It Is Craigel- 
lachie, where 8ir Donald Smith drove the 
last spike that linked up eastern and 
western construeUon in 1885. completing 
the C.P.R. through to the Coast. Both 
Oovett and Deptford share their break¬ 
fast with me. as the diner is not in oper¬ 
ation yet. At Taft, another pusher engine 
comes on ahead to help us up to Revel- 
stoke. I decline Oovett’s advice to Join 
her, and when he asks why, I tell him the 
truth—that he and Deptford have made 
me so much at home that I dislike the 
idea of going to another cab. They laugh, 
and I settle down in Deptford's seat, look¬ 
ing out at the engine ahead and listen¬ 
ing to Deptford's talk. When two engines 
are on, the train engine's crew has a snap, 
as all responsibility devolves on the one 
ahead. Deptford tells me that I may be 
with Engineer Mead out of Revelstoke, 
and that If I am I shall enjoy myself, as 
he Is quite a character. He is called 
"Father Time!" Then Revelstoke draws 
near. Into which we run at 8:35 a.m. As 
usual. I am very sorry to say good-bye to 
my kind hosts. Oavott tells me to keep 
the cap and to think of him whenever 
I wear it. I will! I drop down from the 
cab, incidentally leaving my hat in 
Oovett’s locker. I hope It fitted you, Mr. 
Oovett! 

'That Leviathan" 

A DASH along the platform to the 
ticket office, and I sign another re¬ 
lease. and am empowered to be in the 
cab to Glacier. By this time I simply 
cannot Imagine myself In the train at all. 
It is the cab alone that satisfies me. and 
I mentally fix Field as my* next destina¬ 
tion. "Facllis Descensus Aveml"—I am 
going down hill fast! I have become used 
to crime now, and It no longer means 
anything to me. I rush back to the head 
of the train, the conductor introduces me 
to the engineer, who turns out tope-4he 
very man I have been advisf^ m, Mr. 
Mead, Father Time." And O(e fireman 
is F. Barraud. who proves to/be another 
outstanding personality. Where all the 
engine crews were so good/to me. it is 
impossible to single out any of them as 
exceptional In this regard; one and all 
are in my memory and will, I hope, stay 
there. But Mead and Barraud. together 
with their huge 375-ton engine. No. 5604,. 
make up a combination that takes a lot 
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of beating In the sheds at Vancouver 
and all through the Journey I have had 
the wonders of this class of engine im¬ 
pressed on me, and here I am, about to 
take a trip on one. 8he certainly Is 
splendid. At the moment I cannot lay 
my hands on the details, so I can only 
give a few from memory. 8he is a 2-10-4. 
with a twelve-wheeled tender; that Is, 
she runs on fourteen axles, twenty-eight 
wheels. 8he weighs about 375 tons, has 
sixty-three-lnch drivers, cylinders twen¬ 
ty-four inches by thirty-two Inches, and 
has a "Booster,” which means two extra 
cylinders, driving the rear axle under the 
cab, converting it into an additional axle 
for starting or heavy grades. The steam 
pressure is 275 pounds, and. of bourse, 
she uses oil fuel. Picture "Leviathan” 
shows a sister engine. I feel real pleasure 
as I climb into the cab. There is another 
engine on ahead of her, a huge 2-10-2, 
and together they simply play with our 
1,000-ton train. The cab is bigger, there 
are three seats, and I can roam about or 
Ht behind Barraud. He tells me he Is 
from Western France, and when I say I 
was in France a couple of years ago, he 
becomes very animated and talks of his 
visits there and of the beauties of Nor¬ 
mandy and Brittany. 

A Suffocating Tunnel 

rHILE in the cab of No. 5904 I had 
my first experience of a lengthy 
tunnel, and. as luck- would have it, there 
was a pusher engine ahead of us - Two 
huge engines, working pretty hard, belch 
out a fearful lot of heat and fumes, as I 
soon found. Barraud told me the tunnel 
—the Laurie—was very hot. and I had 
better take a deep breath before we went 
in. cover up my mouth and noee with 
"waste,” and not breathe until we got 
through. I thought he was “pulling my 
leg" and I paid little attention to his ad¬ 
vice. We plunged into the darkness, and 
almost at once the cab became a roaring, 
raging Inferno of noise, heat and sulphur 
fumes. Waves of burning hot air swigled 
in and seemed to pass straight through 
my clothes. I could feel It all over me. I 
wanted to gasp, but was afraid to open 
my mouth; a feeling of fear crept over 
me. The Connaught proved to be as 
Mead had said, quite cool and sweet. It 
is five miles long, but double track, ven¬ 
tilated. and there is lots of room for tbe 
heat to be dissipated. It is dead straight, 
and as soon as we were well in. I hung 
out of the cab door and could see far 
ahead the tiny point of light Indicating 
the exit we were roering towards. 

Mountain and Valley 

A ND so this wonderful Journey went 
on. Sometimes we thundered along 
high above a valley, and I looked across 
a tremendous expanse of tree and river 
to a range of glacier-festooned moun¬ 
tains; then we would wind along between 
close walls of dripping rock, and the 
harsh roar of the exhaust echoed and 
re-echoed back and forth. Sometimes one 
engine, sometimes two. I would open the 
cab door and hang out over a sheer drop 
of hundreds of feet into a boiling stream, 
and thin* what might happen if No. 


at any speed, then a ball Is used In the 
training. The young horse is trained alone 
so that his attention may be held. After 
another year of schooling, the pony Is, if 
acting well, taken into a game 
The mallet, generally called a stick. Is 
similar to a croquet mallet, and is a bam¬ 
boo cane—forty-eight to fifty ltyches In 
length—set In an eight-inch, hardwood 
head. The player, mounted on his horse, 
holds the stick at an angle to the ground, 
so the cane Is set at a counteracting an¬ 
gle in the head. The ball Is struck, not 
by the point of the mallet head as in cro¬ 
quet, but by the broad side of the head. 
The sticks, several of which may often be 
broken by one player in a single game, 
cost $2.50 to $5.00 each, and are ordered in 
quantity, by some polo clubs directly from 
India. 

As for the value of a trained pek) pony, 
there is a wide range in prices. Here in 
the West a good horse sells at $100 to $200, 
but in the East it is not unusual for a pony 
to sen for several thousand dollars. 

Horse Teaches Rider 

A N experienced horse can teach his 
rider, if a beginner, a great deal 
about the game The pony follows 
the ball, and the player, who practices 
alone at flrst, is thus able to centre his 
attention on hitting. To become accurate 
in making forehand and backhand drives 
from either side of the horse requires end¬ 
less practice. But most important, is to 
acquire good "hands”—handle a pony weU. 
A steady hand on the reins, especially 
when hitting, is very necessary In order to 
avoid Jerking the pony’s mouth. The be¬ 
ginner rides his mount at Just a fast walk 
until he is hitting and riding well. 

Ooing In to a game, the player learns 
"riding off." This Is the chief method of 
defence—to ride alongside an opponent 
and crowd him out of the play It Is a 
similar defensive tactic to a body check In 
hockey. In fact, the polo player some¬ 
times uses his elbows and knees to un¬ 
balance his opponent, but, as in hockey, 
this Is not allowed and may draw a pen¬ 
alty. • 

With resumption of play for the second 
half of the match, more facts of the game 
were demonstrated There Is no off-side, 
but driving the ball out of bounds, reach¬ 
ing over an opponent’s horse to hook his 
stick, and crossing, cause whistle blowing. 


5904’s guiding flanges should Just for a 
fleeting second mount the ribbon of steel 
they were rubbing, and her tremendous 
bulk took a plunge into space. I would 
bend down and watch the huge big ends 
swinging round, chased by the return 
crank of the Walschaert’s valve-gear, 
and the cross-head flashing to and fro. 
Occasionally the Booster would come into 
operation—though never when two en¬ 
gines were on the train, I think—and 
once I "worked my passage” by feeding 
ths sand into the Are box to clean the 
flues. Of course. I ought to have got off 
at Glacier, but on voicing apprehension 
as to my trespass to Mead, he comforted 
me by saying, "You stay where you are. 
Nobody is going to bother you. and it is 
all right with me, anyway." I felt that 
I was wanted by these two good compan¬ 
ions. and it sent a pleasant glow through 
me. All too soon Field was reached, and 
I said good-bye to Mead and Barraud, 
hardly able to realise we had been to¬ 
gether for over five memorable hours. 

The Grest Divide 

A T Field there ought to be another per¬ 
mit waiting me and a "release” to 
sign There was By this time I was so 
used to being made welcome I never even 
bothered to find out where the permit 
ended. I Just signed it and dashed back 
to the cab, to enter on the last stage, be¬ 
fore our long downhill to Calgary Ano- 
other good pair of engine men were in 
charge. Engineer McAnay and Fireman 
Crockett. I don’t know why I trouble to 
say they were good—all the ten I had to 
travel with were the same. At least, I had 
nothing but the pleasantest relations with 
them all, and I always parted from them 
with regret We were nearing the Field 
8piral Tunnels, and I felt a twings of 
apprehension As they are such an in¬ 
teresting engineering feature, they are 
worthy of a little explanation. They were 
built in 1909 to reduce the very heavy 4 
per cent grade of the Field incline. There 
was no room to lengthen the track by zig¬ 
zagging down the valley, so it only re¬ 
mained to do so under the mountains 
by means of two tunnels, each over half 
a mile long, one under Cathedral Moun¬ 
tain and the other under Mount Ogden. 
The result is the distance between two 
points is doubled and consequently the 
grade is halved. Nevertheless, it is still 
heavy, about 2 per cent, and when two 
huge engines, working hard, are forcing 
heat knd fumes Into these unventilated 
tunnels, the atmosphere becomes almost 
unbreathable And when a train sticks 
inside—which has been known to happen 
—the thing becomes really serious. 
Asphyxiation can occur. We had a husky 
pusher englAe on ahead; I thought of my 
sufferings in the Laurie Tunnel; no won¬ 
der 1 was uneasy. But I need not have 
worried. I had my mouth covered up as 
we entered the flrst one, and my lungs full 
of air, and though I candidly admit I did 
not enjpy the passage, neither tunnel 
bothered me seriously Crockett pointed 
out to me the slide that had covered the 
track thirty feet deep with rock and 
gravel a month before—a smooth gash 
down the slope of Mount Stephen. I have 
a vivid recollection of this stretch, and it 
included the view that I think gave me 
the most inspiring sense of the vast scale 
on which the Rockies are built. We were 


Crossing—riding across the line of the 
ball In front of the hitter, is a dangerous 
error, and the penalty is a free shot. A 
cross may easily result In a collision, for 
it is very easy to misjudge distance when 
riding at top speed 

As the game progressed, play opened up 
more and the players’ hitting improved. 

To hit well requires, besides good aim and 
a strong arm. the ability to carry the 
weight of the horse Into your drive. This 
is done by leaning forward In the saddle, 
rising slightly in the stirrups, and then 
striking the ball when the horse's forelegs 
are even with it. 

Long-Drive Game 

A N open game wth long drives and long 
runs is much more interesting to the 
spectator than a match, which, although 
contested by evenly balanced teams, is 
played In centre field with a lot of "mill¬ 
ing.” It is fine to see a player make a hit 
into the clear and then, traveling as top 
speed, drtve the’ball down into the oppos¬ 
ing team's territory, dodge the back, and 
score. 

In polo, as in every game, the player to 
bt as effective in the last chukker as in 
the first, must be In good physical condi¬ 
tion. To handle the pony is strenuous, but 
to take the knocks, hit hard and ride fast 
to the end requires stamina. This is the 
reason army teams generally are superior 
to civilian fours. 

The rules for this centuries old game 
are set by the Hurlingham Club in Eng¬ 
land. Annual international matches are 
played, with entries from England, the 
United 8tates, India, the Argentine and 
other nations. The east-west game in the 
States each year is a great battle. The 
annual Labor week-end polo tournament 
at Calgary is contested at Kamloops, fre¬ 
quently Winnipeg and Alberta teams. 

Here on the Island contests during the 
8ummer will undoubtedly provide hard- 
riding polo Judging by the way the Reds 
and All-Stars were carrying play from one 
end of the field to the other. For if Dun¬ 
can and Esquimau are showing as good 
form in these early practices as the Vic¬ 
toria teams, the many people who enjoy 
seeing a quick, trim polo pony, well ridden, 
break down the field after a bobbing white 
ball, are certain to have ftumerous chances 
to watch this during the season s inter¬ 
city games. , 


high up east of Field, probably near the 
greatest altitude, and I was hanging out 
of the cab door, looking back to the 
tremendous valley in which Field lay. 
There was the towering majesty of Mount 
Stephen, its sharp peak plercfag the blue 
sky. At its foot I could see two of the 
mouths of the spiral tunnels from which 
we had Just emerged. With a clinging 
wisp of our steam lazily curling up from 
one of them, and far back in the distance, 
growing dim in the gathering gloom, lay 
Field Bordering the whole scene were 
the peaks of towering mountains, their 
snow-capped heads glinting silver, pink 
and gold in the afternoon sunlight. I 
seemed to be hanging in space—if I let go 
ol the handrail I felt I should float off 
into its limitless immensity. So I kept 
tight hold! 

Downgrade to Calgary 

B UT I must hurry on, even as 5904 did 
when she felt the grade level out. We 
stopped at the Oreat Divide, near 8tephen, 
the highest point attained by the rail¬ 
way In the mountains, over 5.300 feet up. 
where a little stream forks, the water of 
one half ultimately reaching the Pacific; 
the other, via Hudson Bay. the Atlantic. 
And now the huge engine really begins 
to do what I am sure it was never meant 
to do. to travel fast. We hit fifty to fifty- 
five miles an hour down the grade to 
Calgary, and I thought of the tremendous 
strain on everything resulting from those 
huge coupling and connecting rods and 
balance weights, tons of metal, threshing 
round, tied to small sixty-three-lnch 
wheels. And we rode rough! Lurching, 
hbfihg, and swaying until I was almost 
pitched off my seat behind Crockett, down 
we dashed through the foothills, the cars 
swirling round the curves after us. By 
this time I admit I had haul enough. I 
was dead tired, very hungry, and my head 
was aching. 1 had been nearly fourteen 
hours in the cab that day, enough even 
for a locomotive enthusiast, and I had 
lost my voice. Two days talking against 
the roar of the engines had resulted in 
such weary vocal chords that often when 
I wanted to say something to Crockett l 
Just had to force myself to make the ef¬ 
fort, and sometimes several words of a 
sentence would be quite Inaudible, and 
my voice would suddenly fly off the handle 
with a disconcerting squeak.

Mr. Jaggers, a merchant of York¬ 
shire, England, won $600,000 on noticing 
that certain wheels had a defect that 
favored certain numbers, but the bank, 
tpo, noticed this, and that "successful”. 
system also failed. 


Library to Be Sold 

T HE famous library at Ham House 
Richmond, Is to be sold at the end of 
this month. It contains a fine collection 
of sixteenth and seventeenth century 
books. Including Shakespeare folios; twelve 
rare Caxton editions, one of which is 
unique, and the only kno wn copy of the 
1509 Passetyme of Pleasure, * by 8tephen 
Hawes, groom of the chamber to Henry 
VII, in which these haunting lines occur;

Dysart by Charles I, to whom he had 
been "whipping-boy” and subsequently 
Gentlemen of the Bedchamber. Later It 
became famous as the meeting place of 
the famous Cabal, the room In which this 
council of state sat being preserved in¬ 
tact today.

Prairie people know it by the last from the 
Red River to the Rockies, and Its deli¬ 
cious fruit either eaten direct from the 
bush or cooked in pie or “iauce,” Is among 
the pleasant memories of the past when 
the wild fruits give a welcome relief from 
dried apples and prunes. Here with our 
comparatively rainless 8ummers the blue- 
black fruit is generally dry and insipid, 
but the flowers are always charming. 
They grow in loose clusters and so cover 
the shrub that for Uie time little is visible 
of branches or twigs, and their color Is a 
pure white untouched by any suggestion 
of alien tint. Ours Is the same species 
that Inhabit the Oreat Plains, known to 
botanists as Amelanchier alnlfolla, the 
generic name being French and the 
specific meaning alder-leaved, a rather 
far-fetched name If you compare the 
leaves of alder and the saskatoon. 8ome 
botanists have separated our Pacific 
Northwest shrub as Amelanchier florid a, 
or the flowery, but there seems no really 
good ground for the distinction, and our 
friends from Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta can look on our saskatoon 
and hall It as an old friend In a new land. 
Even those from further east and as far 
south as Florida and Louisiana should 
recognise it as a very close relative of 
their shrub known so variously under 
names such as shadberry, maycherry, 
wild-Indian-pear, service and sugar¬ 
plum. 

A Summer Morning 

B UT this disquisition on the saskatoon 
must not distract us from the ver¬ 
dancy of the landscape this early 8ummer 
morning. The multiplicity of hues and 
tones that Nature produces from the 
fundamental chlorophyll is a source of 
never-ending wonder to the student of 
landscape, no matter what his particular 
point of view may be. Not only are there 
the successive gradations that lead one 
from the light green cottonwood and 
maple to the sombre colors of the conifer¬ 
ous forest, with its own variations of 
species and even of individual trees; 
there are all those changes wrought by 
light and shade operating on so many 
differences of surface texture, the 
smooth, the rough, the hairy, the velvety, 
and so on, and there are those due to the 
reflection of the sky, to the neighboring 
of different tints, and to the ruffling ef¬ 
fects of the passing breeae. All these we 
note as we spin along the country roads 
through View Royal and Parson s Bridge, 
Colwood and Lux ton. And at the last- 
named the gorae is in all its glory, in the 
words of the Scottish writer, “burning 
with its golden flame.’’ Richest of all are 
the young shoots that have sprung up 
over the ashes of their forerunners. 

Then, as a contrast, are the wayside 
patches of short green grass where tne 
daisies, golden-hearted, take us back 
across the centuries and half the world to 
Shakespeare's Warwickshire and “daisies 
pied,” and to Bums’ Ayrshire hills and 
the “wee, modest crimson-tipped flower.” t 
The apple trees are in full bloom, and 
whether as adornments of a cottage gar¬ 
den or in the ordered rows of an orchard 
they are beautiful to look at. The flower 
of the apple is not delicate; quite the 
contrary. Its robust red and white petals 
suggest cheeks flushed with the bloom of 
healthy country air. One of the prettiest 
views of the season is on the last bit of 
Albert Head Road where it loops. There 
across an old-fashioned orchard filled 
with apple trees you look down from the 
crest of the hill towards the blue sea with 
little islets capped with green turf. But 
we do not pass that way today. 

Purple Watcrkaf 

A T Sooke we meet Vlr. Alex. Campbell. 

of “Argyll.” and spend a little while 
with him. wandering in his beautiful bit 
of carefully preserved forest. Of that 
more another time; suffice it to say that 
there we saw that rare plant nowadays, 
the purple waterleaf, a near relation of 
the phacelias. It is a hairy plant with 
clusters of purple flowers remarkable for 
the length of the purple filaments that 
bear the creamy anthers and for the 
presence of fine hairs about half way down 
their length. It used to be quite common at 
Ooldstream, but there were no wild flower 

-conservation, scruples to restrain its

It has 
even been called Emmanuel Creek. I 
understand On the recent official topo¬ 
graphical maps the name is correctly 
given, I see. but the Geographical Gazet¬ 
teer of BC., 1930, retains the form "De- 
man ie I.” I am much indebted to Mr. 
Campbell for the information, as I appre¬ 
ciate the value of these historical asso¬ 
ciations. 

Hall-Marks of Lava 

\UR destination is one of those rocky 
, heads that may be said to thrust 
themselves into the sea, but, since that

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suggests aggression, may be better de¬ 
scribed ss resisting the action of the 
waves a little better than the softer de¬ 
posits that form the rear of the shingly 
beaches. Composed of basalt and still 
bearing the hall-marks of their lava in 
numerous and often highly aboundant 
steam-cavities now filled with quartz, 
epidote, zeolites, etc., they might have 
been expected to render s better account 
of themselves, but as often happens in the 
affairs of men, their enemies have been 
by no means all from outside. They have 
suffered from Internal weaknesses which 
have shown themselves as due either to 
their original mineral constitution and 
structure or to their weak response to 
mechanical stresses. 

Certainly, as we look si the little boss 


of basalt where we are to spend an hour 
or two. we see the rock material traversed 
by Joints whose crossing planes divide the 
exposed surface into blocks of various 
sixes, and scored by the action of the 
weather on zones of weakness or crush¬ 
ing. The lavs beds art tipped at a high 
angle, and this again has seriously ex¬ 
posed them to attack. In places the 
basalt is so full of tiny amygdules that it 
is plain that In Its first stage of cooled 
lava It must have been practically 
scortaceous, or slag-like. In other places 
the basalt !g thickly sprinkled with large 
porphyritic Crystals of felspar, some of 
them half an inch long. In the most 
conspicuous outcrop of the latter it has 
apparently been Injected Into the or¬ 
dinary basalt, which, being more sus¬ 


ceptible to weathering, has been largely 
stripped off. Dykes of dolerlte or the 
coarse-grained representative of basalt 
Ailing large crevices or insinuated be¬ 
tween lava beds are also found. Here and 
there an angular piece of yellowish flinty 
matter cemented in the dark basalt sug¬ 
gests a fragment of the fine sediment* 
that were deposited below the sea during 
the volcanic activities of early Tertiary 
times on this coast. All these basaltic 
heads are replete with Interesting mate¬ 
rial for the geologist. But we do not 
confine ourselves to the geology.

Sir Rowland Rill

“ The Way of the Reformer Is a Hard Way, but Reform Does Not Spell Ruin, Lads. 

Remember Rowland Hill”—Punch

A TUDOR building at Tottenham, 
known as Bruce Castle, and a for¬ 
mer residence of Rowland Hill, is 
now the resting place of certain docu¬ 
ments and curiosities associated with his 
life and work. As some of his portraits 
suggest a benevolent, thoughtful man, he 
was probably less austere than some of 
his nephews and nieces fancied. 

The name “Rowland” crops up In vari¬ 
ous periods, the first In the family to bear 
it being 81r Rowland Hill, Mercer, and 
Lord Mayor of London In 1549. He came 
from Shropshire, built bridges, founded a 
grammar school and helped the Blue Coat 
8chool (Christ’s Hospital', founded by 
Edward VI in 1553. From this Rowland 
sprang three branches, each producing a 
fairibus Rowland -a preacher, a warrior 
and the subject of this sketch. They were 
Rev. Rowland. Lord Hill of Waterloo fame, 
and the reformer of the postage system. 

The Hill home In the picturesque local¬ 
ity of Hampetead was, in the middle nine¬ 
teenth century, the rendezvous for all 
whose tastes were political, literary, phil¬ 
anthropic or Inventive. In due time the 
young Rowland married Miss Caroline 
Pearson, and her sister, Clara, married 
her cousin, Captain A. Pearson. R.N., who 
was stationed at 8t. Helena during Na- 
poneon s exile. A lock of the Emperor’s 
hair was given to Clara by her husband. 

The environment in which Rowland 
had grown up fostered the desire to 
achieve something of definite purpose for 
the betterment of his fellow men. Under 
the old postal system, families had been 
cut off from each other for weeks, even 
for years. 

Abuse of Privileges f 

T HE franking system c^pfld an im¬ 
mense loss to the cqj^fry by 7,000,000 
letters annually, or an Income of £1.065.- 
000. By what stroke of good fortune could 
anyone hope to “frank” a coat, lace, boots, 
a piano, a horse—and yet people did it! 
The unfortunate who could not avail him¬ 
self of the system might pay £6 on a 
thirty-two-ounce packet sent from Deal to 
London. The well-to-do could afford a 
duty on newspapers, but to the poor It 
meant hardship It would be better, 

thought Rowland, to abolish a wrong en¬ 
tirely than to leave the door open for un¬ 
fair exemptions. He wanted (ranking 

abolished—but what reformer is not har¬ 
assed by “vested interests,” reaping the 
reward of unpopularity. "Fancy prepay¬ 
ing letters!” they protested. 

Rowland’s five brothers gave yeoman 
eervice in all his efforts. Of these, three 
later achieved fame. Matthew Davenport 
was Recorder of Birmingham and was 
distinguished for his educational labors, 
and his reform work for criminals. Edwin 
was Inspector of 8tamps at Somerset 
House, and Frederick bdbame Assistant 
Secretary to the PostoflW* The latter 
laid the principles on which are formed 
the rules of modem prison discipline. 
Legislators regard his work on crime as 
the standard authority. 

Rowland prepared a plan for a trav¬ 
eling postoffice and the Treasury was 

I 


persuaded to erect* street post boxes—but 
let us pity some of the clerks and post¬ 
men! Education was often lacking and 
produced such conundrums as: Uawait 
(Isle of Wight); I Vlcum (High Wy¬ 
combe); Uncon (Hongkong); Vallop a 
Razzor (Valparaiso), and “To my Uncle 
Jon in London”; or “Dennis Belcher. Mill 
Street, Cork County, as you turn the cor¬ 
ner to Tom Mantel'e field where Jack Oal- 
lavan’s horse was drowned in the bog 
hole”; “Mr. 8ullivan, North 8treet, Boston. 
He’s a man with a crutch, Bedad, I think 
that’ll find him.” A letter to “Monsieur 
mon flls a Paris” was delivered to a person 
proving identity. 

We cannot blame the would-be reform¬ 
er for desiring to treat postal reform on 
Us merits, and not as a party question. It 
was likely in consequence that he would 
meet with red tape, opposition, ridicule or 
approval. He and his supporters worked 
ceaselessly without pay to achieve their 
objects. A petition headed by the Lord 
Mayor of London obtained In twelve hours 
12,500 signatures for cheaper postage 
rates, but the authorities still stood out! 
Penny postage did not arrive till January, 
1340, when Miss Martlneau. addressing 
Hill as the most signal benefactor of our 
time, said, “at last the poor could write to 
each other as if they were all MP.’s.” 


stamp Is sometimes erroneously attributed 
to James Chalmers, of Dundee, a constant 
corespondent of Hill’s. 

81r Rowland Hill resigned his work In 
1864, broken In health by his arduous 
struggles for reform. He had faced diffi¬ 
culties that would have daunted lesser 
men. He retired on full salary of £2,000 
for life, with a parliamentary grant of 
£20,000. Kidderminster raised a statue to 
her famous son, who was burled in West¬ 
minster Abbey in 1879. 


Royal Assent 

A FTER endless struggles and rebuffs, 
the Bill was passed in the Commons 
by 215 votes to 113, and received Royal As¬ 
sent Hill then went into the Treasury. 
On the first afternoon of the new venture 
112,000 letters were posted in the office at 
8t. Martin'e-le-Grand. and every branch 
of trade was stimulated. In two years 
the figures rose from seventy-two million 
to two hundred and eight million. Trou¬ 
ble, however, was still ahead, for the Post- 
office was a dirty stable and required 
much cleansing. Canning warned Hill 
that influences were working against him, 
and he was dismissed when Peel came 
into power. The public then raised a sub¬ 
scription for him of £15,000. When that 
ministry ended and John Russell held the 
reins. Hill was reinstated at the demand 
of the public and became secretary to the 
Postmaster-Oeneral. 

Other Reforms 

R OWLAND Hill poeeseed amazing or¬ 
ganizing powers. He was secretary 
to the Royal Commissioners then manag¬ 
ing the affairs of the infant colony of 
Southern Australia. He planned to give 
postal employees a free 8unday and the 
organization of the Money Order Depart¬ 
ment and Savings Bank system In his 
earlier days he had also suggested that 
the screw was the right propellor of a 
steamship and constructed the first ex¬ 
ample of a rotary press. The actual de¬ 
velopment of these Ideas fell, however, to 
others. His first proposal for a stamp was 
one attached tb the envelope, the stamp 
being printed. A few days lat^pr he be¬ 
thought himself of an adhesive one and 
jlfl oy c d and described it. The adhesive

1 really, this mysterious Orey Owl? 
As the bewildered Investigator follows now 
this and now that trail newly blazed in 
the forest, the strange bird seems to be 
acquiring as many birthplaces As Homer, 
as many wives as Solomon, and as many 
aunts as Sir Joseph Porter. Had he, per¬ 
haps, 8nark blood In his veins? Was he 
Orey Owl at all, or another gentleman of 
the same name, like the author of Shake¬ 
speare's plays? His death has done as 
much for the renown of Hastings as ever 
did the death of Harold. The body of 
Harold could be known by the arrow in 
the eye; and after what has been dis¬ 
closed about Grey Owl, It might be 
thought the duty of the Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment, In response to the world-wide 
demand for the absolute truth of this 
consummately Important matter, to have 
the corpse disinterred. If it is found to 
have nine toes and a snake bite on one 
finger—But there the difficulties begin 
again. Suppose there are ten toes and a 
snake bite, or nine toes and no snake 
bite? For two pins we could be persuaded 
that there is no corpse at all, and that 
Orey Owl was the only son of Cheeks the 
marine and Mrs. Harris. 

“Fortunately, the public in general will 
soon tire of this supremely unimportant 
topic, which is of Interest to wiser minds 
Only through the head-on Impact between 
the four-square Red Indian story, if we 
may so put it, and the rather ramshackle 
English story. It is difficult to see how 
the two can be reconciled. Meanwhile, 
the telegram from Grey Owl’s Indian 
widow will help us all to be properly 
ashamed of the howl* of “hoax,” “fake," 
“Impostor,” and the rest which have shat¬ 
tered the peace of a great man s newly- 
made grave.

He fought 
for his country in the Great War. He 
went back to Canada and gave his ex¬ 
traordinary genius, his passionate sym¬ 
pathy, his bodily strength, his magnetic 
personal Influence, even his very earn¬ 
ings, to the service of animals, and of 
man through the right understanding of 
animals. “He prayeth ‘best who loveth 
best’—If ever a man lived in the spirit of 
the last verse of The Ancient Mariner,’ it 


stices between the pebbles and cobbles 
have gradually collected a shallow soil 
and in it a lowly flora flourishes. Very 
conspicuous here is the little Orthocarpus 
puslllus, or owl's-clover, the tiniest of the 
lesser paint brushes. Only two or two 
and a half inches high, its little deep 
brown flowers are barely visible to the 
naked eye. It grows In patches, and as 
we look down upon these the purplish 
brown foliage makes them stand out like 
groves of conifers seen from the summit of 
a mountain, or as they appear in a photo¬ 
graph from an airplane. At the foot of 
the rocks where the shingle Is piled 
against them the sea lyme-grass grows, 
its great flower-spikes, eight or nine 
Inches long, already well formed. This 
grass is one of Nature’s protective pre¬ 
cautions against the drifting of sands, 
and with its European relative is artifi¬ 
cially planted in many places to bind the 
shifting material with Us spreading roots. 

Above the rocks a short turf extends 
and our first glimpse of its shows it dotted 
with, the western buttercup. Its leaves 
and steins are dwarfed, but the flowers to 
keep the balance are frequently possessed 
of a double allowance of petals and are 
by this liberality given a distinctive char¬ 
acter of their own. I have seen this 
peculiarity in the buttercup in similar 
grassy slopes elsewhere above the sea. 
Further up the buttercups give place to 
beautiful purple violets whose leafage 
also Is small, but whose flowers, some of 
which are seven-eighths of an inch 
across, are borne on longer stems than 
usual. This is the species known as Viola 
adunca, or hooked violet, because origi¬ 
nally described from plants whose flowers 
had hooked spurs. However, straight 
one are Just as common or even more. 
As we pass over the top of the head and 
down the other side we And in the grass 
little clumps of a blue-eyed grass or sisy- 
rinchiuiq which appears from Its wide 
leaves and well-winged stems to be s 
species differing from the Idaho blue¬ 
eyed grass which is our common one on 
the Island and Is slimmej* in habit and 
bluer In color. The slsyrlnchlums are al¬ 
most entirely of American origin, a single 
species occurring in Western Ireland. 

8prlnkled here and there are the young 
shoots of salal, reddish In color, and only 
two or three inches high. Out here on 


was Orey Owl In his later years. There 
lies the Truth about Orey Owl/inseparable 
from the truth of Grey Owl. 8uppose it 
comes to be proved that he was English 
and born in Hastings, not half 8cotch, 
half Indian, and born on the other side 
of the Atlantic, he would be convicted, 
Indeed, of having romanced about his 
birth and boyhood, but the central truth 
of him would remain untainted. And the 
man who has invented and enacted no 
worse a falsehood about himself than 
that has done no great harm.

Grey Owl thought It well to adopt a race 
and a tradition that were not In fact hiz 
own—not in order to deceive his fellow- 
men or to amuse the children who so 
loved him, but In order to feel himself in 
body and spirit the being he desired to be 
—he did it that the truth of him might be 
the more true. Whatever the result of 
the inquiry, Mr. Lovat Dickson and other 
correspondents who believe in Grey Owl’s 
half-caste origin will have served hU 
memory well, for they have affirmed their 
belief also in the integrity of his spirit.'* 

Marking on Policies 

T HE letters 8 0. are to be found on the 
margin of every Lloyd’s marine in¬ 
surance policy. Somebody was moved re¬ 
cently to Inquire what they stood for. No¬ 
body seemed to know, least of all anybody 
at Lloyd's. It was suggested that they 
might mean Salutls Gratia, for the sake 
of safety. 

It has now been discovered that they 
date back to the eighteenth century. In 
those days there were three forms of 
policies, one marked with the letter 8. 
which meant ship alone, one with G, mean¬ 
ing goods alone, and the other 8.G., sig¬ 
nifying that both ship and goods were in¬ 
sured. The first two forms had fallen 
into misuse and so the meaning of the 
letters 8.0. came to be forgotten. Policies 
had always been marked with them, so 
far as anyone knew, and so must continue 
to be marked with them, a sort of mys¬ 
tical sign necessary, apparently, to the 
validity of the policy. / 


American Presentations 

A mbassador Joseph P. Kennedy’s 
limitation of the number of Amer¬ 
ican ladles who may be presented at 
Court draws attention to the fact that 
practically all Americans at Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s Drawing-Rooms had become the 
wives of Englishmen before qualifying for 
presentation. 

It is said that the first American ever 
to be presented was Mrs. Carrington, 
whose husband Mr. Gladstone asked 
Queen Victoria to take into her house¬ 
hold.

these exposed headlands salal does not 
flourish. It is true of all trees and 
shrubs, for those that have succeeded in 
retaining a foothold are dwarfed in 
growth and severely wind-pruned. 
Examples we have In one or tWo pocket 
editions of spruce trees, and in one cu¬ 
rious Intermingled growth of two cherry 
bushes whose dense foliage resembles the 
grotesque figures the gardener produces 
with his clippers in old-fashioned formal 
gardens. Both spruce and cherry are 
rooted in the rocks with which their 
quaint contortions and stuntedness seem 
to harmonise completely. 

Turf and Rock Meet 

W HERE the turf and the rocks meet 
we hnd stray plants of armeria or 
thrift that have wandered from their 
abode in the clefts of the basalt or In the 
pockets of shallow soil accumulated in 
surface irregularities. We canot fail to 
notice Its pink is deeper than usual, as if 
the breezes that sweep in here un¬ 
restrainedly from the Paclflc had flushed 
the petals of each small flower with their 
invigorating properties. The thick leaves 
of the maritime plantain are obviously 
intended for its protection here where the 
salt-spray is borne far above the sea in 
storms. Much as it resembles Its relative 
of fields, roadsides, and even gardens, the 
broad-leaved or cat-tall plantain 
differs in having like many other plants 
of the shore a considerable proportion of 
salt In Its tissues. 

What a wild spectacle confronts ue 
now! The black and dark brown rocka 
are rent and torn Into fantastic shapes. 
Great blocks are poised perilously along 
cliff-faces or in chasms. Some of the lat¬ 
ter far exceed in their width the length 
of a man's Jump, while others art but a 
good stride if the footing were secure, 
which it is not. At the head of ons of tha 
shortest of the chasms there lies a large 
expanse of broken and fractured rock 
sloping upward. At the head of it is a 
small arch above a barrier of blocks. 
Climbing up to it and then looking over 
into the cavity we And ourselves gazing 
down into a dark pit whose depth we can¬ 
not fathem, but from it there proceeds at 
intervals the sound of waves breaking on 
a rocky bottom. Apparently the original 
chasm has fallen in, but has not been 
obliterated, the water still running In¬ 
wards below the fallen debris. In stormy 
weather this is probably s fins spout-hole. 

Standing out on the broadest expanse 
of rock between a pair of sea-chasms wt 
see the gradual shelving of the basalt 
seawards and we note the still excellent 
preservation of the glacial smoothing on 
the surfaces removed from the fullest 
force of the sea. As we stand out here 
we listen to the boom of the sea aa the 
waves strike the chasms and arches. Im¬ 
prisoning and as suddenly releasing the 
air. It sounds for all the world like an 
irregular but continuous cannonade. 
These “buliers” or roarers art not com¬ 
mon here; there was and doubtless still 
is one on the Dallas Road rocks between 
Fin lay son Point and Holland Point. 

In Sook« Sandstone / 

A S we stand on the edge of the largest 
chasm and look up towards its head 
we can see quite distinctly two sections 
of 8ooke sandstone that still remain after 
the erosion of millions of years. ’One of 
them is situated right at the head, the 
other a. little way along the west aids It 
is obvious that the chasm is extremely 
old for the sedimentary material filled 
the upper part as long ago as tha middle 
Tertiary. Modem sea-action has not 
carved them out. They existed when the 
waste of the land came down and buried 
all the earlier land surface with its scars 
and clefts. Today in places like this or 
along the west shore of Becher Bay 
the remains of that sedimentation re¬ 
mind one of the blU of mortar adhering 
to an old discarded brick. 

On the wall of one of the chasms there 
is one of those green patches that make 
the botanists heart beat faster at the 
finding. Here grows Scouler's polypody 
with its thick shining green fronds bear¬ 
ing on their backs soil or spore-case clus¬ 
ters about the size of a lead pencil’s end. 
For many years this fern was not sup¬ 
posed to extend Into the Btraltx of Juan 
de Fuc*. It was known st Ucluelet where 
It grows abundantly on an Islet In the 
harbor, and It was known down the ocean 
coast to California. However, on learn¬ 
ing of it from the late Dr. Newcombs I 
began searching for it along our Sooke 
shores and some years ago found It in 
two places between Becher Bay and 
Beechey Head, and about seven years ago 
at this particular headland. Its thick 
fronds have earned It the name of 
leather-leaf polypody, and while It la re¬ 
lated to our common polypody or licorice 
fern its root stocks have not the flavor 
from which that fern derives its popular 
name. Fortunately for Its preservation 
it generally grows In places not easily 
found or accessible. It is a very hand¬ 
some fern when growing in profusion and 
I remember with pleasure the cliff at 
Ucluelet to which Mr. George Fraser very 
kindly rowed me out to see its glossy 
mantle. 

The plants and rocks at our feet and 
about us do not wholly take up our at¬ 
tention. for the view across to the Olym¬ 
pics is beautiful in the clear air; tha 
valleys of the lower slopes are clearly de¬ 
fined while to the west the picturesque 
hills that westwards towards Cape Flat¬ 
tery replace the snow-crested mountains 
have a charm of their own. That and 
the blue sea that below our rocks changes 
to a milky green form a delightful setting 
for the wild garden Nature has planted 
by this little bit of rock-bound shore. t%

L ONDON (By M«ll>._Pr»etic»lly 
everybody except Mr. Winston 
Churchill seems to be content with 
the Irish agreement. The exception, how¬ 
ever, is a large one. For Mr. Churchill 
was one of the makers of the Irish Treaty 
of 1921 which created the Irish Free 8tate. 
The House, therefore, listened to him re¬ 
spectfully, even though very few of its 
members agreed with him, when he at¬ 
tacked the new pact. 

The first part of his criticism was 
largely to the effect that Great Britain 
had been altogether too generous. 8he 
had given everything and had got nothing 
in return. 

This had been met In advance by the 
Premier. In effect he had said that Great 
Britain must look to the Intangible and 
Imponderable as the counterpoise to the 
great concessions which had been made. 

Well, Oreat Britain has done that sort 
of thing more than once and history has 
| always, in the long run, justified her mag¬ 
nanimity. 

Mr. Churchill was on firmer ground 
when he took up the cessation of the 
strategic ports. It is not too much to say 
that should he in the end prove to have 
been right, the demonstration would come 
in the form of overwhelming disaster. 

When the Irish Treaty was being shaped 
in 1931, Mr. Churchill said, he was in¬ 
structed to prepare that part which dealt 
with strategic reservations. 

He was advised by Admiral Beatty and 
j the whole staff of the Admiralty that with¬ 
out the use of three ports it would be very 
difficult to feed Great Britain in war 
time. 

Queenstown and Berehaven sheltered 
the flotillas which kept clear the ap¬ 
proaches to the Bristol and English Chan- 
. nels. Lough 8willy was the base from 
which access to the Mersey and Clyde 
"were covered. 

These ports were the sentinel towers of 
__ th e wester n approaches b y which 45.000.- 
00l people in Oreat Britain got their daily 

bread. 

M We are conceding rights," he continued. 
“We have no guarantees except the hope 
and assertion that they will be replaced 
by goodwill." 

Mr. Churchill was willing to accept Mr. 
de Valeras declaration that the Irish 
would resent the landing of any foreign 
power upon their shores. 

“But,” he continued, "what guarantees 
have you that Southern Ireland will not 
« declare neutrality if we were engaged in 
war with some powerful enemy?" 

Mr. de Valera might say he would be 
neutral, or he might say "Restore the in¬ 
tegrity of our country, give me the whole 
*> of Ireland, and then I will throw in my 
lot with you." 

Mr. Churchill went on: "In this agree¬ 
ment, it seems more than probable, or at 
any rate it is a contingency that we can¬ 
not exclude, that in this arrangement Mr. 
de Valera will at some supreme moment 
of emergency demand the surrender of 
Ulster as an alternative to declaring neu¬ 
trality." 

Mr. de Valera has given no undertaking 
except to fight partition. Behind him were 
stiM dark and powerful forces in Ireland, 
an organisation of secret men who were 
bound together in the belief that Eng¬ 
land’s danger was Ireland’s opportunity. 

"In the event of England being at war. it 
would be no use England saying ’We will 
take the ports'," Mr. Churchill concluded. 
"We have no right to violate Irish neu¬ 
trality. and if we did during the moment 
of a great war, it would put us out of court 
in the eyes of the world." x 

Besides Mr. Churchill’s attack on the 
agreement, there was another high spot in 
the debate. It was when the Prime Min¬ 
ister, in the course of his speech, paid a 
special compliment to Mr. Malcolm Mac¬ 
Donald, the Secretary for the Dominions. 

Describing the first approaches to more 
amicable arrangements with the Free 
State, Mr. Chamberlain said: 

"It was in these circumstances that the 
Secretary of 8tate for the Dominions be¬ 
gan, very cautiously and carefully, to pre¬ 
pare the way by establishing personal re¬ 
lations with the Irish High Commissioner 
and later on with Mr. de ValeTa himself. 

"I have no hesitation in saying that we 
would never have begun the conversations 
which have just terminated so successfully 
had it not been for Mr. MacDonald s in- 
eahaustible patience and sympathy."

Glasgow Exhibition 
««oTAND 8 Scotland where she did?" 

J She does. Glasgow is in 8 cotland, 
and Olasgow has the finest Empire exhi¬ 
bition ever got together assembled in a 
lovely park. Olasgow is fuU every Sunday 
of thousands of visitors, there to see the 
Exhibition. But they just can’t. By or¬ 
der of the administrative committee, it 
is closed tight on the first day of the week. 

Nobody expected, of course, that the 
amusement features would be permitted 
to operate in Scotland, but it had been 
thought that the educative parts of the ex¬ 
hibition would be open, or. at the very 
least, the beautiful grounds. 

Buses drew up on the first 8 unday and 
deposited their loads. Crowds gathered 
at the entrances. Attempts were made to 
take snapshots of the buildings over the 
top of the turnstiles. Fifty million dollars 
worth of exhibition beyond stood silent in 
deserted avenues and gardens. 

And so it is going to be. apparently, un¬ 
til the exhibition closes in October. Peti¬ 
tions and petitions have been presented, 
but the committee is adamant. 80 far as 
Sunday is concerned, the committee means 
to see that Scotland shall continue to 
stand where she did 

I intend to go and see that exhibition 
one of these days. Meanwhile, let me 


quote one of the best passages in a brilli¬ 
ant description of the opening. It is from 
the pen of a Canadian journalist—now an 
English Member of Parliament, for he has 
"gone native" over here—Beverley Baxter, 
formerly of Toronto: 

"Then came the great moment. A vast 
silence gripped the stadium. For no ap¬ 
parent reason everybody knew that the 
King and Queen had arrived. . . . 

"Not a soldier rode or marched with the 
King and Qrieen—not a policeman. Their 
Majesties had come to Scotland asking no 
safeguard but the love of their poeple, 
asking no greater reward than the demon¬ 
stration of that love. 

“I have never seen the Queen look so 
happy. Her eyes were sparkling and 
radiant. 8he turned from side to side as 
if not to miss any of the sections of the 
crowd, and the King, while holding his 
hand at the salute, seemed to be saying to 
the Queen, ‘This is your home-coming. I 
shall not intrude upon this wonderful mo¬ 
ment in your life. ' >v 

"I have seen Their Majesties under 
many varied circumstances. At the open¬ 
ing of Parliament last Autumn the Queen 
seemed to want to shelter her royal hus¬ 
band from the ordeal as if he were a child. 

“Today the positions were reversed. 8he 
was the child who had come home, and he 
wanted to show here that he understood." 

Their Majesties, like other people, have 
their little superstitions. During their 
visit to Glasgow they went out to a Spe¬ 
cial Area to see what was being done for 
the unemployed. In order to keep this ap¬ 
pointment, being late in leaving the exhi¬ 
bition. they cut out the twenty minutes’ 
rest they had allowed themselves. 

At one point their way was barred by a 
ribbon stretched across a new road. The 
chairman of the undertaking produced a 
pair of gold scissors and asked the Queen 
to open the road by cutting the ribbon. 

Did the Queen accept tne scissors? She 
did not. She knew well, on the authority 
of a Highland nurse, that to take as a free 
gift anything that would cut meant that 
friendship would be cut, too. 

So she bought them, tendering a penny 
given to her by the King for that purpose. 

The Duke Speaks 

T HE King is improving as a speaker, 
but he must envy the fluency of his 
youngest brother. I hfcd the good fortune 
to hear the first public speech ever given 
by the Duke of Kent, the occasion being a 
luncheon at Vancouver at which he and 
the Duke of Windsor, then Prince of 
Wales, were the principal guests. 

I recall that he spoke in a very happy 
vein which he seems to have developed in 
the years that have since elapsed. As 
patron of the Rotary movement, he ad¬ 
dressed the International Association for 
Great Britain and Ireland at Blackpool 
the other day. His theme was “Youth." 

"I am always surprised at the variety of 
opinion which exists about the question 
of youth." he said. 

"At some places I find young men and 
women in charge who are being conspicu¬ 
ously successful. At other places I find 
but few people employed, with very little 
hope of advancement until they are near¬ 
ing middle age. I have come to the con¬ 
clusion that this diversity is due to a very 
remarkable characteristic of our people. 

"As a people we reach our ‘optimum* 
period at any age from 18 to 75. I can 
think of no country where one can find 
such brilliant youngsters of 85 to 75 as in 
England, and few nations have been able 
to produce a Prime Minister as brilliant as 
William Pitt at the age of 24." 

Alien Residents 

C AMPAIGNS against aligns are not 
popular in this country, but the 
Beaverbrook press has no little justifica¬ 
tion for its insistence that a sharp eye 
should be kept on Oerman residents. 

The immigration of German and Aus¬ 
trian domestic servants, governesses and 
waitresses has increased enormously dur¬ 
ing the last year or two, and there is no 
little suspicion that many of them act. 
willingly or unwillingly, as spies. In any 
event. Nazi policy insists that every Oer¬ 
man must be a propogandist for the Nazi 
philosophy wherever she Is, and none are 
allowed to come, if it can be prevented, 
unless their opinions are regarded as cor¬ 
rect from the point of view of Dr. Ooebbels. 

The danger is that life may be made 
more difficult here for refugees who have 
nowhere else to go and no one of decent 
feelings wants that.

The Cliveden Set 

B OTH Lord Astor and Lady Astor have 
issued statements to the press which 
should kill once and for all what they call 
the myth of “the Cliveden set.’’ 

Cliveden is the Thames-side home of 
the Astors. and it eras stated in certain 
publications and repeated by some Labor 
Mesbers of Parliament that a group met 
there at week-ends to intrigue in the in¬ 
terests of Fascism and that it was able to 
force its views on the Cabinet. 

This story, according to Lord Astor. 
originated In the imagination of the edi¬ 
tor of a "Red" publication, who stated 
that at a Cliveden week-end of October 
23-4, Lord Halifax s visit to Germany was 
planned and that this project drove Mr. 
Eden to threaten resignation. 

The facts were that Mr. Eden himself 
had stayed at Cliveden that week-end and 
that the Halifax visit liad been settled by 
the Government before this occurred. 

A Communist pamphlet, issued in the 
early 8pring, stated that late in January 
Lord Lothian and others had attended a 
week-end party at Cliveden at which de- 
cisidns were taken which led up to certain 
events in February and March. 


"In January." says Lord Astor, "our 
house was closed, Lord Lothian was in In¬ 
dia, and Lady Astor and I were in the 
United 8tates" 

Having categorically disproved the 
"Cliveden set" assertions. Lord Astor car¬ 
ries the war into the enemy’s camp. 

"These publications," he writes, "adopt 
the known methods of Communism of 
stirring up class war and spreading sus¬ 
picion by stating that the so-called Clive¬ 
den set consists of pro-Fascist politicians, 
peers, millionaires, international bankers 
and representatives of ‘Big Business' plot¬ 
ting against British democracy. . . • 

"The last thing which Communism de¬ 
sires is an appeasement between Britain 
and Italy or between Britain and Ger¬ 
many. Communists have therefore at¬ 
tacked and misrepresented anyone who 
aimed at replacing International suspicion, 
fear and ill-will, by a sense of goodwill 
and confidence. . . . 

“The whole conception of a Cliveden 
set’ is a myth from beginning to end." 

Litchfield Contest 

T IE Lichfield contest was notable for 
the relaxation of the rul£ that Cabi¬ 
net Ministers may not take* part in by- 
elections. This was first adopted in the 
eighteenth century as a curb on the abuse 
of Ministerial power and privilege, but 
was beginning to fall into abeyance just 
before the war. 

In 1932 it was revived by the National 
Government when Ministers “agreed to 
differ" over the introduction of Protection 
and continued in forcr although the Free 
Trade members of the Cabinet very soon 
retired. Three years ago there was a 
strong demand that it should be aban¬ 
doned, but Lord Baldwin, then Prime 
Minister, took another view. 

The loss of North Islington and West 
Fulham, earlier in the year, and the evi¬ 
dent need of reinforcements at Lichfield 
brought the matter to the fore again, and 
the unwritten rule was definitely abro¬ 
gated except as regards the Prime Min¬ 
ister, the Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
the Foreign Secretary. • 

It was too late, however, to save Lich¬ 
field, where the former Conservative ma¬ 
jority of 3,298 became a Labor majority of 
828. Except that the Government loses 
the seat, the third this year, the result is 
not as serious as it looks. There had been 
a movement Into the constituency from 
the industrial residential districts of Bir¬ 
mingham adding 10,000 names to the 
register. The Labor vote was thereby in¬ 
creased. but only to the number of 3.395, 
while the Conservatives were down a mere 
729. 

Obviously, despite the increased duty on 
tea, the Eden resignation and the 8panlsh 
situation, of all of which the Opposition 
made the most, the result is hardly evi¬ 
dence of the sweeping change in public 
opinion asserted by the Labor leaders. 
Otherwise there would not have been a 
mere 57.7 per cent poll. 

Th« Stafford Scat 

S TAFFORD, for which the new Lord 
Harlech sat. and West Derbyshire, 
represented for many years by the new 
Duke of Devonshire, like Lichfield, are in 
the vulnerable class of Government seats. 
True. West Derbyshire has twice returned 
the Marquis of Hartington by acclama¬ 
tion, but in 1929 the Conservative major¬ 
ity was only 3,483 In a three-cornered 
contest in which the combined vote of the 
defeated candidates exceeded that of the 
victor. 

Stafford was won in 1935 by Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore with a majority of 3,681, 
about one-third that scored in the great 
National Government sweep of 1931. In 
1929 the Conservative majority was only 
2313. Stafford is an Industrial constitu¬ 
ency and Labor has strong hopes of re¬ 
peating there its recent successes at North 
Islington, West Fulham and Lichfield. 

At Aylesbury the local Labor organize 
tlon is insisting on running a candidate, 
whereas the party chiefs at Transport 
House would rather leave the fight to the 
Liberal candidate. In 1935 the Govern¬ 


ment candidate had 8,400 votes more than 
both his opponents. Labor polling only 
4,700. Transport House, very naturally, 
does not want to waste time, energy and 
money on a hopleless campaign. 

Evasion of Taxes 

I N the course of his budget speech the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer forecast 
legislation to prevent the evasion of in¬ 
come-tax and sur-tax. He has been at¬ 
tacked on the ground that he has not sug¬ 
gested a gener^J measure against evasion, 
one that penalized stratagems for escap¬ 
ing taxation when adopted manifestly 


with that intention, even though it might 
be shown that the law made no specific 
provision against them. 

Sir John 8imon has. however, preferred 
to follow the customary practice of out¬ 
lawing evasive devices as fast as clever 
lawyers and accountants invent them. 
He has also done something to make the 
game less worthwhile. by intimating that 
legislation might be made retroactive. 

The Chancellor expects to recover ten or 
fifteen million dollars for the Treasury as 
a result of the leakages he now$proposes 
to stop. One of the most serious of these 
is the revocable trust. By a revocable 
trust the settler made over property to be 
held for the benefit of his dependents, 
Hhus reducing his own taxable income. 
Afterwards he would revoke the trust and 
so take the property and its Income back. 

This was dealt with in the Finance Act 
of 1922 and the prac^ke was believed to be 
dead for a time. Then some ingenious 
person thought of a trust revocable by 
some one other than the settler, some 
obliging person who could be relied on to 
return the property when called on. This 
is now to be stopped. 

So also is the transfer of assets abroad, 
the turning of Income into capital by 
keeping open a deceased’s estate, and the 
foreign company device by which a rich 
man’s Income comes back to him in the 
form of loans which bear no Interest and 
are never repaid. 

As the economist puts it, "the Chan¬ 
cellor has given earnest of the Treasury’s 
zealous intention to close all loopholes, as 
and when they are discovered, without 
questioning the rights of free British sub¬ 
jects to devise new schemes affording the 
tax evader anything up to a year’s run for 
his—or the 8tate’s—money." 

The economist doubts, however, whether 
the authorities will ever catch up fully 
with the ingenuity of the pioneers of new 
expedients. 

Many life insurance policies contain a 
clause providing that at least after 
a certain period, suicide shall not invali¬ 
date them. Such clauses appear to be 
rendered nugatory by a Judgment Juki 
given by the House of Lords, the final tri¬ 
bunal in this country. 


The case was that of Major Rowlandson 
who shot himself in a taxicab shortly be¬ 
fore five policies of assurance for $250,000 
were due to lapse, his affairs being deeply 
involved. The company concerned re¬ 
fused to pay. and his niece and adminis¬ 
trator sued, she obtaining Judgment fee 
the fgll amount in the lower court. This 
decision was reversed in the Court Ap¬ 
peal. The House of Lords found that the 
Court of Appeal was right. 

There was a provision in the policies 
that if the major died by his own hand, 
whether sane or insane, within one year 
they were to be void. The policies had 
been running for about ten years. The 
special jury in the lower court returned a 
verdict that the major was of sound mind 
when he shot himself. 

The learned judges sitting in the House 
of Lords foundjpit the company had un¬ 
dertaken toniy if the major intentionally 
killed hioMf after one year, but that the 
contract was unenforceable as being 
against public policy. 

, Lord Atkin said it was against public 
policy for a man to claim in court benefit 
from a crime. His executor or adminis¬ 
trator claimed as his representative, and 
as his representative fell under the same 
ban. 

His Lordship was careful to distinguish 
the position of an assignee for value, thus 
negativing the assumption that this prin¬ 
ciple might be Invoked to destroy security 
given by policies of life insurance. 

• • „ • • • 

Do what He will, McCormick, the Aus¬ 
tralians’ fast bowler, cannot keep on the 
proper side of his crease. He makes a 
tremendously long run, about twenty-five 
yards, and repeatedly he oversteps by a 
few inches. That means a "no-ball." 

In the first match, that against Wor¬ 
cester, he sent down the unprecedented 
number of thirty no-balls in the course of 
thirteen overs. It was thought at first 
that he had not yet got his shore-legs, 
but he has gone on doing the same thing 
since, and unless there is an improvement 
he will be useless for test match p urp os e s. 
And Bradman hasn’t another fast bowler. 
There has been nothing quite like this in 
all the history of first-class cricket. 


English Social Conditions 
Before and After Wesley 


By RSV. DR. J. K UNSWORTH 

T HE vast change that took place dur¬ 
ing the latter part of the eighteenth 
and the first decades of the nine¬ 
teenth centuries—and it was a bloodless* 
revolution—was to a large extent due to 
the Evangelical Revival. This rebirth of 
religion received its greatest impulse 
through the personality whose spiritual 
illumination took place just two hundred 
years ago, that is, on the evening of May 
24,1738, in London. The extent and qual¬ 
ity of that revolution may be the better 
appreciated by some account of the social 
and moral conditions that prevailed during 
the earlier part of the eighteenth century. 

The masses of the poor were Ignorant 
and brutal to a degree which it is hard to 
conceive, writes J. R. Green in his "8horter 
History of the English People.** for the 
vast increase of population which followed 
the growth of the towns and the develop¬ 
ment of manufactures had been met by no 
effort for their religious or educational 
betterment Not a new parish had been 
created. There were no schools. 

There was no effective police, and in the 
great outbreaks the mob of London or 
Birmingham burned houses, flung open 
prisons, and sacked and pillaged at will. 
To counteract lawlessness, the laws were 
made more ruthless. It was a capital 
crime to cut down a cherry tree. Twenty 
young thieves of a morning were strung 
up in front of Newgate prison. The in¬ 
troduction of gin gave a new impetus to 
drunkenness, states the historian men¬ 
tioned. "In the streets of London gin- 
shops invited the passerby to get drunk 
for a penny, or dead drunk for twopence." 

The poor lived in hovels and fought over 
crusts and worked unbelievably long hours 
in mill, factory and shop. Women and 
children worked In the mines, crawling In 
thejlark on bleeding knees. 

“Never had religion seemed at a lower 
ebb." writes Oreen. "The Cambridge 
Modern History" describes the early eight¬ 
eenth century as a "period of dim ideals 
and expiring hopes " W. H. Fltchett as¬ 
serts that "at the point of faith, England 
was dying.” Bishop Butler, in the intro¬ 
duction of his "Analogy of Religion," gives 
his view of the outlook as follows: "It has 
ccme, I know not how, to be taken for 
granted by many persons that Christian¬ 
ity Is not so much a subject of inquiry, but 
that it is at length discovered to be fic¬ 
titious." 

Ckrgy Were Remiss 

'a#A£¥ of the clergy of the Established 
iVl Church, as well as ministers of the 
Nonconformist bodies, are reported to 
have been extremely remiss in spiritual 
duties. Bishop Burnet complains of many 
who having got into Orders, come for in¬ 
stitution. and cannot make it appear that 
they have read the Scriptures or any other 
good book, since they were ordained." A 
Welsh bishop avowed that he had seen his 
locese but once, and habitually resided 
at the lakes of Westmoreland The sys¬ 
tem of pluralities turned the wealthier 
and more learned of the priesthood into 
absentees, while the bulk of 
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indolent, poor, and without social consid¬ 
eration. 

With this the testimony of the late 
Bishop Ryle painfully coincides: "All over 
England, country livings were often filled 
by hunting, shooting, gambling, drinking, 
card-playing, swearing, ignorant clergy¬ 
men, who cared neither for the law nor 
gospel and utterly neglected their par¬ 
ishes." The picture must not be tooV 
darkly colored. This period produced a 
Newton and a Cecil, and even the apathy 
of the clergy, writes Green, was mingled 
with a new spirit of charity and good 
sense. 

Among the middle classes the old piety 
of the seventeenth century remained un¬ 
changed. Honorable exceptions to the 
all-too-prevalent indifference in the 
church were to be found among both 
clergy and laity in the Establishment and 
amongst the Dissenters, faithful ones who 
mourned over the national debasement, 
but were powerless to grapple with it. 

Of the prominent statesmen of the time, 
the greater part were unbelievers in any 
form of Christianity and distinguished for 
the grossness and immorality of their 
lives The profligacy of the stage can 
hardly be exaggerated. The Court was 
corrupt. 

A Bloodless Revolution 

T HEN came the revolution. Not like 
that of France across the Channel, 
with the Bastille and La Oulllotine. with 
orgies of passion and rivers of blood, but 
gradually and benignly, like the coming of 
8pring or the soft currents of the Gulf 
Stream. 

In the midst of this sordid society, this 
welter of wickedness, this desert of un¬ 
faith rose up three men of God, George 
Whitefleld and Charles and John Wesley. 
To the struggling poor, to the degraded, 
they brought the good news of a changed 
and better life, and under the inspiration 
of the evangelists’ glowing messages men 
and women rose up and found life on 
higher levels. For many it was the open¬ 
ing of the gates of Paradise. Worn-out 
pleasure-seekers, sick at heart, found joy 
and peace in drinking at the new foun¬ 
tain. Rich and poor, roues and thieves 
jostled each other in the oper-alr assem¬ 
blies that thronged the messengers. 

All was new, unusual, arresting John 
Wesley, the greatest of the trio, went 
everywhere, preached on street corners, in 
taverns, horse fairs, Jails, mining pits. "He 
painted the picture of their sinning and 
offers them release; he tells them Christ 
wants them to come back. Men Just out 
of the mine pits fall to weeping and the 
tears make wide tracks down their grimy 
cheeks; slatternly women grip their chil¬ 
dren and stare hard. Repent and come 
home. Let Christ warm your aching 
hearts. Asked once to preach to a "fash¬ 
ionable" congregation in a “fashionable" 
church, he hurled at them the text, "Ye 
serpents, ye generation of vipers, how can 
ye escape the damnation of hell." He 
humbled the proud and lifted up the poor 
and brought them together 


Fifty years of ceaseless evangelizing up 
and down the land from John o’ Groat’s 
to Land’s End—and six years of the fifty 
were spent in Ireland—made the man and 
his message familiar. A new spirit gradu¬ 
ally breathed through the land. Often 
mobbed at the beginning of his ministry, 
his tours in the later years were tri¬ 
umphal processions. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of souls were saved. The church 
was awakened. A change came over the 
face of the land. It was a reformation, a 
revival; it was England's second birth. 

It was a bloodless revolution. 

In estimating the Influence of the Wes¬ 
leyan revival, J. R. Green states that the 
Methodist body itself is the least result. 
"Its action upon the Established Church 
broke the lethargy of the clergy and 
through the ‘Evangelical Movement’ with¬ 
in the Church made the fox-hunting par¬ 
son and the absentee rector at last impos¬ 
sible. 

In the nation at large appeared a new 
moral enthusiasm, which, rigid and pe¬ 
dantic as it often seemed, was still healthy 
in its social tone, and whose power was 
seen in the disappearance of the profli¬ 
gacy that had disgraced the upper classes, 
and the foulness which had infested lit¬ 
erature ever since the Restoration, 

But the noblest result of the revival, 
according to Oreen. was the steady at¬ 
tempt to remedy the guilt, the Ignorance, 
the physical suffering of the profligate 
and the poor. The evangelistic glow 
breathed pity for the unfortunate. It was 
not until the Wesleyan movement had 
done its work that the philanthropic 
movement began. The new philanthropy 
r e f o rmed our prisons, infused clemency 
and wisdom into our penal system, abol¬ 
ished the slave trade, and gave the first 
impulses to popular education." 

Reforms Resulted 

< (’"pHE working out of these reforms la 
1 some Instances," to quote Dr. Jesse 
H Amup in a recent issue of Saturday 
Night, of Toronto, "carries us into the 
nineteenth century, but there seems no 
reason to doubt that they owed their ini¬ 
tial impulse to the evangelical movement. 
John Wesley himself was one of the ear¬ 
liest public men in England to denounce 
the liquor traffic The very last letter of 
his life was written to William Wilber force 
to strengthen his hands in his fight 
against the slave trade." 

John Howard, the prisoner’s friend, re¬ 
ceived encouragement from the great 
evangelist. It was the evangelical move¬ 
ment that gave urge to the long campaign 
of Lord Shaftesbury and his associates to 
secure education for the poor and allevl- 
ste industrial conditions. What other in¬ 
fluence could be expected from a move¬ 
ment whose apostle, preaching his first 
sermon in the open-air at Bristol, took 
the message of his Master: “The spirit of 
the Lord is upon Me; to . . . the 
broken-hearted ... the poor . . . 
the captives ... the blind ... the 
bruised . . ." The passionate impulse 
of human sympathy with the wronged 
and the afflicted raised hospitals, endowed 
charities and sent missionaries to the 
heathen. 

Comparing English social conditions be¬ 
fore and after Wesley, the fair Inference 
is that the preaching of the gospel In con¬ 
nection with the Wesleyan revival was the 
main cause of Britain’s happily bloodless 
revolution of the eighteenth-nineteenth 
centuriea

island Co-operative Fruit 
Growers Enlarge Cannery 


F ORMED when the business depression 
was at iu lowest point, the Vancouver 
Island Co-operative Fruit Exchange 
"has made steady progress in the face of 
difficult times. The organization’s can¬ 
nery. located just off Quadra Street in the 
Lake Hill district, has recently been en¬ 
larged and renovated in readiness for the 
season which opens shortly, and the plant 
now is thoroughly modernized and one of 
the most efficient of its kind. 

The organization, which is the only co¬ 
operative association on the Island oper¬ 
ating its own processing and canning 
plant, purchased the cannejry four years 
ago from C. Nickerson, and since that 
time has enlarged it to twice its original 
size. It has an up-to-date grading belt 
and washer for strawberries, and the 
plant is so arranged that in canning log¬ 
anberries the fruit is not touched by hu¬ 
man hands other than when being picked 
in the field. The whole canning operation 
is completely automatic from the grading 
belt to the self-syruper, through the ex¬ 
haust into the capping machine and 
thence to the cooker, and Anally to the 
cooler, all in one operation. A large ver¬ 
tical boiler was installed this year to take 
care of the increased capacity of the 
plant. One thousand cases of loganber¬ 
ries requiring ten tons of fruit can be 
packed In one nine-hour day, or double 
that amount if two shifts are operated. 

Proud of Thtir Plant 

M EMBERS of the Exchange are proud 
of their plant for two reasons, 
namely, that it provides a method of tak¬ 
ing care of their fruit when markets are 
not available, and because as sharehold¬ 
ers they are sole owners, each member 
having a certificate to the amount paid in 
by him for capital investment in any lm-

provements or additions carried out by the 
Exchange. Credit is due to the members 
who dug into their pockets in 1933 when 
fruit prices were at their lowest and made 
their now successful effort to acquire their 
own plant. Three additional lots adjoin¬ 
ing the cannery were purchased this year, 
and next year the members hope to stage 
a celebration when the small amount 
owing on the cannery has been paid. 

^he progress made through the Ex¬ 
change to a large extent is due to the 
continuity of directors and their business 
ability. The manager and secretary, W. 
C. Kersey, has been’ growing fruit for 
twenty years and has guided the policy of 
the Exchange since the death of W W. 
Duncan, former British Columbia markets 
commissioner, to whom goes the credit of 
laying the foundation on firm business 
lines that have proved so beneficial to his 
successors. The president, W. H. McNally, 
is one of the largest growers in 8aanich 
and is secretary of the Saanich Board of 
Trade. The vice-president, D. Bryce, has 
had considerable experience in the co¬ 
operative wheat pools on the Prairies and 
is a capable grower. J. Chipperfleld. a 
director, is a war veteran who has won 
honors for the largest yield per acre’ of 
loganberries. Two other directors, A. 
Sutherland and H. Young, are among the 
leading growers in 8aanlch and both have 
taken prizes in crop competitions. 

The policy of the Exchange is to return 
to the grower the best possible price for 
his product. In a normal season the or¬ 
ganization handles approximately 250 tons 
of small fruits. The members are strongly 
opposed to compulsory mar keti ng legisla¬ 
tion, and feel that Government interfer¬ 
ence in business is the one factor that 
makes for hesitancy and uncertainty in 
the matter of planning for the future. 


Timely Thinning Out of 
Plants Is Essential to 
Garden Success 

A MPLE space in which to develop 
properly is one of the cardinal re¬ 
quirements of all crops. Immediately 
congestion arises in a seed drill there is 
a battle royal for light, air and room. 
Every seedling engaged in the melee 
spindles, and therefore becomes ab¬ 
normal. 

Timely thinning must, therefore, be 
one of the main items in your programme. 

Long practice has determined the dis¬ 
tances which the various crops need, but 
it is never advisable to thin to those 
distances the first time. Seedlings are 
fragile. They may suffer from unseason¬ 
able weather, while slugs or some other 
ground pest may assail them. 

As they get older, the risk of adversity 
on these counts vanishes, hence while 
avoiding congestion, you leave as many 
seedlings as you can as long as possible. 

Take as an example a crop which is 
spaced finally at one foot apart. Begin 
by reducing the seedlings to groups of 
three at six inches apart. A week later 
remove alternate groups, a week later 
still, or a little longer if there is no over¬ 
crowding. reduce the seedlings in the 
groups that remain to one, and you have 
in a gradual manner got to the final spar¬ 
ing. The same principle applies whatever 
may be the final distance. First halve it, 
leaving groups of three seedlings at each 
place, and later come along for the final 
thinning. 

Don t rush at a row of seedlings, and 
drag out the redundant without much 
thought for the welfare of the plants that 
remain. The result is that many are dam¬ 
aged, making it easier for some disease to 
attack, or in the case of a root crop, hav¬ 
ing serious repercussions on the shape of 
the root. 

Avoid Treading on Plants 

T HE hands are not the only offenders. 

Sometimes tl^ feet do considerable 
damage A portldh of the drill is trodden, 
and though the seedlings thus roughly 
treated may appear to get up again, the 
effect may live with them to the end. 

It is an excellent plan when thinning 
to bend astride the row, working the feet 
as near as possible midway between the 
drill Shat is being thinned and the two 
adjacent drills. 

If you can choose showery weather, do 
»o. The seedlings withdraw much more 
easily from moist soil. Of course, this is 
a job which can't wait. If you are com¬ 
pelled to uckle it in dry weather, take 
the precaution of watering a few hours 
before. ’ 

Oet well down to the job and grip small 
clusters of the unwanted seedlings close 
\o the ground level, withdrawing them 
quickly. 

At first thin with one hand only. Later, 
ss you acquire practice, you can bring 
both into commission. 

After thinning, rake up and burn the 
•nwanted plants. 

Needless to say. all-in hand thinning is 
Impossible in field practice. Market gar- 
leners must use the hoe for striking out 
unwanted seedlings, following up with 
any hand pulling that may be necessary 
•o reduce the plants to single units. 


Bran Bait for Control of 
Cutworm Damage 

C UTWORMS are usually active and 
feeding before most crops are even 
in the ground. Hence it is most import¬ 
ant to be prepared for their attack at the 
beginning of the season. Bran bait has 
given most effective control for many 
years, states Alan D. Dustan. of the Divi¬ 
sion of Entomology, Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, who is In charge of 
vegetable Insect investigations in Ottawa. 

A list of the ingredients composing the 
bran bait includes bran, twenty pounds; 
molasses, one quart; Paris green, one- 
half pound, and water (about) two and 
one-half gallons. In making the bait, the 
dry ingredients should be mixed thor¬ 
oughly first The molasses is then stirred 
into the water and this solution added to 
the bran and* Paris green. In mixing the 
bait, only enough water should be added 
to make the material the consistency of 
wet sawdust. It should not be made 
sloppy, but so that it will crumble in the 
hands and slip through the fingers easily. 

Land that was heavily infested last year 
should be treated before the plants are 
set out. This is done by broadcasting the 
bait at the rate of fifteen to twenty 
pounds per acre a few nights before 
transplanting. One application should 
be sufficient, but if the cutworms are very 
numerous, a second application should be 
made two or three days after the first 
one. The bait should always be spread 
in the evening just before dusk, and, if 
possible, a warm still night should be 
chosen for the work. 

If the attack is unexpected and the 
plants are already in the field, the bait 
should be applied around the base of each 
plant, using about half a teaspoon per 
plant. 8hould one application of the bait 
not kill all the cutworms, a second treat¬ 
ment should be made two or three nights 
later. 


Plant Hormones Promote 
Root Development 

T HE use of plant hormone materials 
for the promotion of root develop¬ 
ment on cuttings and other things is one 
of the latest sciences to be developed in 
the agricultural held and promises to be¬ 
come more valuable as the possibilities of 
hormones are thoroughly explored. 

There are now in the market several 
hormone preparations, whictTlf used ac¬ 
cordingly to manufacturers’ instructions, 
should give good results. The hormone 
substances in these preparations are: In- 
dole-bdtyric acid, naphthal-butyric acid, 
indole-acetic acid and naphthal-acetic 
acid. These chemical substances made by 
laboratory process have the effect in pro¬ 
moting root development when used in 
minute amounts. An over-dose will de¬ 
press rooting rather than aid it, and this 
makes it necessary to use at a rate of only 
a few parts per million. The manufac¬ 
turers' instructions emphasize and give 
details regarding this. 

8ome very fine results from the use of 
these hormone preparations have been 
obtained in the laboratory and under 
held conditions. 

The control of plant hormone prepara¬ 
tions now comes under the Fertilizers Act. 
which means that the public is safe¬ 
guarded against extravagant and mis¬ 
leading claims regarding them. ^

Composting Waste Material 
Conserves Garden Fertility 


S ANITARY measures for controlling 
insects and diseases at times demand 
that some of the waste products of 
agriculture be destroyed by buying, but 
so far as a permanent system of agricul¬ 
ture is concerned only the minimum 
amount of organic matter should be so 
destroyed. Whether the farming opera¬ 
tion is large or small or Whether It is a 
garden lot, consideration must be given 
maintaining fertility with organic mate- 
erials; that is, plant growth or animal 
manure. This is of particular importance 
where barnyard manure is not available. 
In India, China, and Japan the waste 
products of agriculture are handled ac¬ 
cording to well recognized practices with 
the ultimate objective of returning such 
materials to the soil after they have be¬ 
come thoroughly rotted. 

Whether composting is done on a large 
or small scale, states J. J. Woods, as¬ 
sistant superintendent. Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Farm, Agassiz, B.C., the principles 
involved are similar. The compost pile 
should not be more than four feet deep. 
Good aeration must be provided for in 
order that the organisms which hasten 
decay may flourish, and there must be 
adequate supplies of moisture. The mate¬ 
rial which goes into a compost pile may 
be of many kinds, such as leaves, lawn 
clippings, kitchen refuse, wood ashes, 
weeds, plant remains from the vegetable 
and flower garden, grass cuttings from 
the roadside, or any other similar mate¬ 
rial. 

An adequate supply of moisture is often 
difficult to arrange for, but a practical 
means of overcoming this is to build the 
compost pile near the eaves of a barn, 
garage or other building. The outlet from 
the eaves trough may be so arranged 
that the water may be directed to the 
compost pile and under conditions of 


moderate rainfall, this will supply an 
adequate amount of water. 

In building up a refuse pile it Is advis¬ 
able not to add too much of any one kind 
of material at a time or throw it on in 
heaps. Where it can be uniformly spread 
out better results will be obtained. 

Hastening Decomposition 

T HE decomposition or organic matter 
tends to induce acid conditions and 
to overcome this wood ashes or agricul¬ 
tural lime should be applied for about 
every six inches of depth of waste prod¬ 
uct. Decomposition can be hastened by 
adding at intervals as the pile is built up 
well-rotted manure or fertile soil from 
the garden or a previous pile. 

8peclklly prepared chemicals may be 
added which are sold by agricultural sup¬ 
ply houses or to equal advantage the fol¬ 
lowing mixture may be used: 8ulphate of 
ammonia, eight pounds, superphosphate 
of lime, seven pounds; muriate of pot¬ 
ash, one-half pound; ground limestone, 
four and a half pounds. This fertilizer 
should be added to the pile as recom¬ 
mended for lime. 

To hasten decomposition it Is advisable 
to turn the pile in late Summer. In the 
Fall coarse woody material should be 
kept on one side. The following Spring 
the pile should be turned again and a 
new one started for the current season. 
During the second year of decomposition 
the large supplies of water required the 
first year are not necessary. After two 
years of composting practically all mate¬ 
rial will be broken down and should be 
ready for application to the garden, lawn, 
pasture or berry plantation. 

Under small garden conditions It is 
perhaps most satisfactory to build t box- 
like structure around the refuse pile.

Rheumatism in Dogs and 
Method of Treatment

tAMP weather is the obvious cause of 
the rheumatism from which so many 
dogs seem to be suffering just now—par¬ 
ticularly those that live out of doors, with 
not the best of kennels. 

8ome of these kennel dogs, too, get little 
more exercise than a chain allows them; 
they becoiD# chilled and cramped through 
hours of unnatural Inactivity. 

Sometimes the dog with rheumatism is 
unable to get up and walk after he ftas 
been resting; or if he does get up he cries 
out with the pain of his stiff movements. 
What can be done for him? 

Oentle massage of the limbs (it is usu¬ 
ally the hindquarters which are affected) 
will help him; and when the pain is really 
severe and lasting, he can be given aspirin. 

An adult dog of medium size can take 
one flye-graln aspirin tablet at a dose It 
should he crushed, and mixed into a 
spoonful of water. This dose may be given, 
If necessary, once or twice a day for a 
few days. 

The bowels must be kept regular, a dose 
of oil, olive oil or medicinal paraffin being 
given as required; or a little Epsom salts 
added to the drinking water. 

If the kennel is a poor one. It must be 
made good; or the dog should be allowed 
indoors. It is essential to keep him warm 
and dry. 

But not only from exposure to damp 
does rheumatism arise. It results often 
from digestive disorder; and in elderly 
dogs the fundamental cause may be bad 
teeth, which need extraction. 

8o in any case a careful diet Is indi¬ 
cated. Little red meat should be given, 
but eggs and milk, cooked fish and 
tripe are suitable. 

When the caee is a chronic one. and at¬ 


tacks of rheumatism are frequent, the dog 
should also have a course of calcium so¬ 
dium lactate; if of medium size, two five- 
grain tablets a day. with food. These tab¬ 
lets can be obtained from most chemists, 
and they are as beneficial to dogs as to 
dogs’ masters. 


How to Determine the 
Freshness of Eggs 

I T may happen through forgetfulness or 
some error of organization that you 
have some eggs on hand of uncertain 
age. and it may. be most important, as, 
when preserving, to know when they 
were laid. 

A sure way of ascertaining this is to put 
the eggs in a solution consisting of one 
part of common salt to two parts of” 
water. Let there be sufficient of the mix¬ 
ture to cover an egg. 

If an egg is not more than thirty-six 
hours old it will sink to the bottom of the 
vessel and lie horizontally there. When 
from two to three days old. the egg sinks, 
but not to the bottom, remaining just be¬ 
low the surface with a slight tendency of 
the large end to rise. 

As the days go by, this tendency be¬ 
comes more and more marked. This is 
because there is a steady loss of moisture 
through the pores of the shell, causing 
the egg to become lighter and therefore 
more buoyant. 

Thus, the more upright the egg floats, 
the older it it. At the end of four weeks 
an egg will float perfectly upright in the 
solution with the small end pointing 
downwards.

Need Copious Moisture 

T)EA8 and broad beans are great lovers 
1 of moisture. That is not to say that 
in dry weather you must be for ever wa¬ 
tering, even if you art lucky enough to 
have a supply of water handy. 

It may be necessary occasionally to give 
the crops a copious drink, but a far better 
way is to* conserve existing moisture by 
stirring the soil between the plants. 

This applies equally whether you earth 
them up, a very desirable practice, or 
allow them to go through without earth¬ 
ing. In either case the soil cakes, and 
you lose valuable moisture.

Oriental poppies have one drawback. 
In most gardens thqr drop their petals 
far too quickly, with the result that their 
magnificent display is all too short.

•teamed bone-flour, working it into the 
surface with a hand-fork This will 
strengthen the plant considerably and 
help It to hold 1U petals.

Sea Plantain Is 
Tasty Vegetable 

■r O BOROS rRAaut 

P LANT AGO maritime, or sea plantain. 
Is common to both the Atlantic 
and Pacific sea coasts of Canada. It 
is frequently met with on the West Coast 
of Vancouver Island, growing ou rocks at 
high tide mart or in salt marshes It 
should be better known because for sev¬ 
eral years now at both Toflno and Uclue- 
let it has been used as a vegetable in the 
months of May and June when garden 
produce is scarce. 

* Linneaus, the 8wedish botanist, de¬ 
scribed this species, and his description is 
in Henry s “Flora of Southern British 
Columba,' in use in the public schools of 
the province, but it would be difficult to 
convey to anyone the appearknee of this 
plantain fritffi a description^ and to be of 
any practical use, actual specimens 
should be on exhibit somewhere in centres 
such as Victoria where they could be seen 
by those interested. John Macoun. once 
Dominion Botanist, in his catalogue of 
Canadian plants, 1883. mentions that 
“Plantago maritlma is abundant in 
crevices of rocks along the coast of Vic¬ 
toria, Vancouver Island.'* and 4 that it ex¬ 
tends north to the Aleutian Islands and 
Behring Straits.'* 

Requires No Attention 

A 8 a food plant thitf sea planum has 
the advantage of the ann ^ n l com¬ 
mon spinach, for which it is a good sub¬ 
stitute, and therefore does not require to 
reproduce Itself from seed every Spring. 
It also requires no attention, as the sea 
provides it with enough fertilizer to de¬ 
velop its fleshy almost ribless linear 
leaves. ^ 

_ Wi th the chanfto in p eoples’ h abile , 
the sea beaches of both British Co¬ 
lumbia and the North are likely to be fre¬ 
quented in the Summer months, and there 
will be many occasions when its leaves 
will be used for greens and other culinary 
purposes. 

8trange to say, the Ucluelet Indians do 
not use it as a food, neither do the Japan¬ 
ese. and stranger still, although it is a 
common plant on some of the sea marshes 
of BriUin, I have never heard nor read 
of its ^emg-u^ ed fok food, and yet it is 
thy same plantwehave out here. The 
only^difference seems to be in its en¬ 
vironment; in BriUin it grows on muddy 
sea shores and salt marshes, here it pre¬ 
fers rocks, thinly covered by sand and 
gravel. 

Introduced by Friends 

E NCLOSED I* a letter from my old 
friend, W. W. Rhodes, of Trout 
River, in answer to mine, enquiring for 
any deUiis regarding the early history 
of the use of Plantago mariQma as It 
was while I was visiting some friends on 
May 24 several year# ago. It was with 
them that I first tasted it as a vegeUble, 
and it was so good that 1 was surprised 
to learn that it was a native wild plant 
sad that it had been collected on Mr. 
Rhodes’ ranch at Trout River. 

C. Burbrldge, principal of the 
Ucluelet School, is well up in the botany 
of both Britain and British Columbia. 
He is an advocate of the use of our native 
plants as food, snd he considers Plantago 
maritlma one of the best and most 
nutritious. - 

Following is Mr. Rhodes' letter; 

“I first used it is a salad experiment¬ 
ally twenty years ago; later I saw a de¬ 
scription of it in a Portland, Oregon, 
paper advertisement and got some seed, 
it was called 8pring Oreens * I found it 
to be the same as what I had used that 
grew wild on our tide-flau and I intro¬ 
duced it to some of our local people aa an 
early vegeuble. I learned later that It is 
known and used on the northern coast by 
some people, they call It Oooae Tongue, 
also one of the surveyors who was work¬ 
ing here told me It was good for food. 

“One method of cooking it Is to put it 
in hot water and bring it to A. boil, then 
pour off the first water, drain, and again 
add just enough boiling water to cover U 
and boil until tender, then drain and add 
either butter or bacon fat and season to 
taste. 

Without the first boiling It has a 
slightly saline flavor that we like to re¬ 
move from It, but many people like It 
and do not use the preliminary boiling.:* 

Colony Must Be Strong 

S PRINGTIME is the most critical 
period in the life of a colony of bees, 
for it is then that the colony is at its low¬ 
est ebb in bees, vitality and food, yet it Is 
then that it must make its greatest effort 
of the year. To gather a maximum crop 
of honey, the colony must have a maxi¬ 
mum force of bees reared before the main 
honey flow commences, which means that 
this force of bees must be reared during 
the 8prlng and early Bummer, states O.

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Tales About Tails 







T AILS are noUselways the useless 
things they may appear at a casual 
glance. To many birds and beasts 
the tail Is an organ of very considerable 
importance. 

One of the handsomest tails belongs to , 
the squirrel. But, besides being so oma- V 
mental, it can be u&d as a very effective 
weapon of protection against a foe. When 
chased by some predatory animal and 
finding Itself hard pressed, the squirrel 
will often make good his escape by stuffing 
the bushy tall in the eyes of the enemy, 
thus causing it to pause for a moment. 
When the pursuer can see clearly again, 
J the squirrel will be safely out of reach. 

The squirrel’s tail is also used as a bal¬ 
ancing pole when the rodent has to cross 
a very thin, swaying branch, it Is also a 
helpful rudder when leaping from branch 
to branch. During the cold winter days 
it acts as a first-rate blanket when * 
wrapped round the little creature’s body. 

Quite the loveliest tail belongs to the 
great ant-eater. It Is a huge brush of 
long, soft hairs, and the animal actually 
uses It as a sunshade. In hot weather the 
great tail Is curled over the animal’s back, 

• where It falls like a massive fan-shaped 
plume. The lemur’s tail 4s a long, beauti¬ 
ful brush, which he finds useful to curl up 
and sit on, as well as to climb and steer 
with. 

Sounds an Alarm 

% npHB beaver uses his tail as an alarm 
1 gun. His tail is broad and fiat, and 
as soon as an enemy is sighted he bangs 
the water with It, making a loud smack 
which is a warning to all the beavers in 
the neighborhood to dive for safety. The 
beaver also finds his tall a splendid rud¬ 
der to steer with in swift-moving riven. 

The kangaroo’s thick and very heavy 
tail makes a fine seat. When* he wishes 
to rest It makes an excellent tripod to sit 
on, after the fashion of a sportsman’s 
shooting-stick. The kangaroo’s tail also

acts like a powerful spring, and enables 
its owner to make terrific thirty-foot leaps 
over even the roughest country. 

Many tails are used as fly-swatters, such 
as those of the horse and cattle. On the 
other hand, many animals have the most 
absurdly inadequate tails which cannot 
serve any useful purpose, as in the case 
with the elephant, the pig. and the lynx. 
A few creatures have not even the vestige 
of a tail. The Manx cat. guinea pig, and 
Australian combat are absolutely tailless. 

Quite a number of animals and many 
birds use their tails as warning signals. 
The rabbit is a well-known example. Even 
though you cannot see the animal at 
night, you can pick out the bobbing white 
tail as its owner scampers for the safety 
of its burrow. The white speck catches 
the eye of other rabbits and warns them 
danger is at hand. Deer show a white 
blaze on the tall when on the run. 

Some tails are much surer than hands 
for climbing with. The opossum uses its 
tail as a third limb. When the long, pre¬ 
hensile tail is wrapped round and round a 
branch, the opossum can swing in mid-air 
supported entirely by the tail. The curi¬ 
ous lizard called the chameleon also uses 
its tail in this manner. Wrapping it round 
a thin twig^ the reptile can cling with per¬ 
fect safety to the thinnest twlng of a tail¬ 
wind-** Apt tree. 

Reptile’s tails are very useful to their 
owners. The alligator can fight to the 
death with his massive, spiky tall, dealing 
terrible blows when he lashes out at an 
enemy. The lizard family play a practi¬ 
cal joke with their tails, which break off 
when you catch hold of them. The broken 
piece will go on wriggling in your hand 
even though its original owner has scur¬ 
ried away in the undergrowth. A new tail 
grows to replace the lost one in a few

Robert Louis Stevenson 
Humanitarian • 


O NI of the most beautiful features in 
the life of Robert Louis Stevenson 
was his noble humanitarian spirit. 
He had a kind, tender heart, and could 
not bear to see a dumb creature cruelly 
treated. 

When a boy. he revealed a deeply sensi¬ 
tive soul. One day. when his tutor, the 
Rev. Peter Rutherford, arrived to give the 
youthful Robert his lesson, he found the 
lad’s eyes red and swollen. The tutor 
asked Mrs. Stevenson the cause of this; 
she replied that she had found her son 
alone in the study sobbing bitterly over 
a Ule of cruelty he had been reading. 
Stevenson notes in his diary that, during 
his first morning’s walk to a lawyer's 
office, he was Joined by an old sailor, and 
also that he heard a small boy of ten call¬ 
ing out "Florry” to his dog so prettily that 
it touched his tender heart. All the way 
this voice rang in his memory, filling him 
with happiness. 

How he loved dogs and horses! When 
living in Heriot Row, Edinburgh, with his 
parents, he declared htat all the dogs in 
the Row claimed his father as their 
master, because he was so kind to them. 
When Robert left Edinburgh, after his 
marriage, he took with him his favorite 
pet, a black Skye terrier, a present from 
Sir Walter 8impson, after whom he was 
called until “Wattle” had passed into 
“Woggs,” and finally had become un¬ 
recognizable as “Bogue.’’ This dog met 
with a tragic end. Having been sent to 
hospital to recover from wounds received 
in battle, he broke loose and. in his 
maimed state, attacked another dog more 
powerful than himself, with a fatal result. 
His master and mistress were inconsol¬ 
able; in after years they could never bring 
themselves to allow any successor. 

A Moral Giant 

A LTHOUGH Stevenson possessed such 
a feeble frame, he became, when he 
saw any act of cruelty, a moral giant, put¬ 
ting fear into the heart of the biggest 
bully. He would willingly riik his own life 
for the sake of a dumb creature, for he 


believed they had Just the same claim to 
human sympathy and kindness as man 
himself. When walking through the town 
of Pitlochry in 1881, his soul was filled 
with righteous indignation at the sight of 
the Ill-treatment of a dog. He immedi¬ 
ately Interposed; and when the owner re¬ 
sented the interference, saying. "It’s not 
your dog,” he cried out: “It’s Ood’a dog, 
and I am here to protect it.** This was 
characteristic of Stevenson: he felt it his 
duty to defend those who were unable to 
defend themselves. He was just as ready 
to face a crowd as an Individual in the 
defence of the dumb creation. 

Near the end of his life he found, on re¬ 
turning to his home in Samoa, a crowd of 
naUves watching a dog-fight with evident 
enjoyment. He plunged into their midst, 
stopped the fight, and then turned to re¬ 
buke them. But, in his wrath, he clean 
forgot their language. All he could say to 
them was "Pala’ai! Pala’al!" (Cowards! 
Cowards!) Perhaps the thought of the 
tragic end of his own dog. “Bogue,” in a 
similar affray Influenced his intense dis¬ 
like of dog-fighting. 

Among Stevenson’s Samoan servants he 
especially loved one boy, “Sosima.” Know¬ 
ing how much his master loved dumb ani¬ 
mals, Sosimo devoted special attention to 
Jack, 8tevenson's favorite pony. This 
pony was described by him as “a very 
plain animal, dark brown, but a good 
goer, and gentle—except for a habit of shy¬ 
ing and sitting down on his tail if he sees 
a bunch of bananas " Jack reigned alone 
in his master's affection; and, never hav¬ 
ing been mounted again after 8tevenson's 
death, passed a peaceful old age in a 
friend's paddock in Upolu. 

The highest tribute paid to this noble 
defender of the dumb creation was that of 
the 8amoan chiefs whom he befriended 
when they were in prison. On their re¬ 
lease. as a mark of gratitude, they cleared, 
dug and completed at their own expense 
the roadway leading to 8tevenson‘s house; 
and they called it “Ala Loto Alofa”—"The 
Road of the Loving Heart.’’—By Rev. Ar¬ 
thur Hedley, in Our Dumb Animals.

Th« Peg Gathering Race 

A NUMBER of rows of stones or pota¬ 
toes are placed on the ground, one 
row for each player, sufficient room being 
left between the rows for a person to run 
up and down.

They did not molest the martins in other 
boxes so I allowed them to rear their fam¬ 
ily there. While not friendly to other 
birds, and more or less antagonistic In 
disposition, the barn owl is a great mouse- 
killer and will not bother other birds if 
he can get mice, and he usually can. Bam 
owls stay North ail the year. In their nest 
four or five white eggs are laid and the 
young birds, being rugged and virile, soon 
are able to take care of themselves.—W M. 

Islanders of Torres 

F ROM the Great Barrier Reef In Aus¬ 
tralia comes a story of heroism on the 
part of Torres Strait islanders. 

The crew of the lugger Koaz with their 
Japanese captain struggled home the 
other day, having rowed in three open 
dinghies 150 miles to the coast, without 
water and with very little food. 

The Torres 8trait Islands stretch be¬ 
tween Cape York and New Ouinea. fifteen 
of them being inhabited with populations 
ranging from a dozen to about flvt hun¬ 
dred. They are set apart As an aboriginal 
reserve, no one being allowed to land 
without permission from church or state 
authorities. Missionaries and Government 
teachers are the only white residents. 

The islanders are descended from Solo¬ 
mon Island and New Guinea stock, and 
are a vigorous race. They are fine sea¬ 
men. the young men and boys earning 
their living by diving for shells. 

From March to November ketch-rigged 
luggers, such as the one wrecked recently, 
work up and down the Queensland coast, 
with their island crews, braving sharks 
and cyclones. The islanders support them¬ 
selves by growing fruit and selling it on 
Thursday Island. They have exquisite 
voices, and it is a joy to hear them sing¬ 
ing part songs either at church or at a 
dance. 


Study of Faces Interesting 


E VERYONE is interested in laces, and 
you may have wondered why some 
display lines and furrows and others 
scarcely any. Illness and worry, of course, 
play a great part, but the nature of the 
mind may play a part also. Skin is one of 
the most elastic things in ths world. If 
It were not, we should be very uncomfort¬ 
able. With time, however, the various 
movements of the face brought about by 
the emotions begin to have their effect 
on the skin, and lines and creases are 
their expression Thus, to s great extent, 
a person's character becomes expressed in 
his face. The man who has always been 
miserable displays it in lines formed by 
the set of his face.

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Representatives 
Form Policy for 
Empire Markets 

Compromise Reached Between Proposals of Brit¬ 
ish Delegation and Dominions' Wishes—Otta¬ 
wa Order of Preference Accepled—-Cana¬ 
dian Delegate Replies to Complaints 

— \ * J 

S YDNEY, N.S.W. (BITP).—A long-range agricultural mar¬ 
keting policy, calling for establishment of commodity 
councils to assist the Empire Governments in regulating 
the flow of supplies to Great Britain, was formulated at a con¬ 
ference here attended by representatives of primary producers 
in the British Islet and all Dominions except South Africa. 

The policy represented a com¬ 
promise between proposals enun¬ 
ciated by the British delegatkfti 
and the wishes of the Dominions. 

The latter’s delegates took ex¬ 
ception to provisions in the Brit¬ 
ish proposals, which, they said, 
aimed at restriction of produc¬ 
tion and a policy of making the 
Dominions mere dependent on 
foreign countries for the market¬ 
ing of their products. The Brit¬ 
ish proposals were prefaced by 
a warning from the leader of the 
English delegation against 
’overloading the British mar¬ 
ket.” which, he said, was nearer 
to saturation point than was 
generally Imagined. 

ORDER ACCEPTED 
The conference accepted the 
Ottawa “order of preference”— 
that the local producer Is en¬ 
titled to first place in his local 
market, other Empire producers 
second place, and foreign pro¬ 
ducers third—and the need for 
orderly marketing of Empire 
primary produce In order to 
maintain continuity of supplies 
and to prevent avoidable gluts 
and resultant Instability of price 
levels and speculation. 

The conference recommended 
that Empire producers’ organi¬ 
zations should co-operate to es¬ 
tablish such commodity councils 
as might be deemed necessary, 
producer controlled and fi¬ 
nanced. the representation on 
them to be on the lines of the 
Empire Beef Council and the In¬ 
ternational Beef Conference set 
up under the United Kingdom 
Livestock Industry Act, 1937, and 
the decision of which, to be ef¬ 
fective, should be unanimous. 

DUTY TO ASSIST 

The conference declared that 
It should be the nduty of such 
councils to assist in, and advise 
their constituent organizations 
with reference to, the flow of 
supplies of primary products to 
the United Kingdom market as 
might be necessary—for ex¬ 
ample to avert restrictive action 
under statute by the United 
Kingdom Government, it bemg 
understood that for purposes of 
the regulation of supplies lull 
use should be made of all exist¬ 
ing producers' export organiza¬ 
tions in the Dominions. The 
conference also recomended that 
each and every commodity coun¬ 
cil, as and when established, 
should take all necessary steps 
to Institute a continuous survey 
of conditions affecting available 
supplies and markets in Imperial 
and foreign countries and. in 
consultation with Empire minis¬ 
ters. should take the necessary 
action to secure the expansion 
of existing, and the creation of 
new, market*, with the object 
of the absorption of Empire sup 
plies. 

COMPLAINT ANSWERED 

Replying to a complaint by a 
Sydney wheat merchant that the 
proposal would mean restriction 
of production and the establish¬ 
ment of quotas. J. H. Wesson, 

Canadian delegate to the con- 
ferqRce, said that the poUcy 
merely provided for orderly 
marketing, fitting supply to de¬ 
mand. to avoid gluts with result¬ 
ant price collapses. What the 
producers were trying to avoid 
was cut-throat competition by 
producer-sellers which did not 
stimulate demand, but merely 
demoralized prices. 

“Wheat producers both in Aus¬ 
tralia and Canada,” Wessen ad¬ 
ded, “realize the senousnes of 
the world wheat situation with 
the reguirenients of importing 
countries reduced to 500,000,000 
bushels a year. The producer 
wants to sell to the world all the 
wheat it requires, but not insist 
on trying to dump millions of 
bushels not required and lower 
the price for the whole amount 
offered without Increasing sales. 

TheArader and exporter has only 
a casual interest in the price 
level to the producer, his chief 
interest being in handling 
volume with profit on turnover.

Japanese Insist on Polite 
Culture a La Japanese 
In China 


LONDON f BUP).—Foreigner! 
in the Hongkew district of 
Shanghai must bow and be 
polite to Japanese sentries and 
be Indoors at 10 p.m. under a 
decree issued by Japanese au¬ 
thorities. 

A copy of the official docu¬ 
ment just received here gives a 
list of “regulations pertaining to 
residents desiring to return to 
their homes in Hongkew." It 
is signed by the garrison com¬ 
mander of the Japanese ex¬ 
peditionary forces in China. 

SPREADING CULTURE 

The Japanese, it is explained, 
are in China to spread the seed 
of Japanese culture and to teach 
the foreigner the manners of 
Imperial Japan. 

“Foreigners returning home, 
the document declares, "are re¬ 
quested to respect the sentry on 
point duty at Garden Bridge by 
giving him a gentle bow and 
wishing him good morning.' 

‘Special passes will be given 
to those having Japanese 
friends, and it is hoped that 
everyone wishing to live in 
Hongkew will make friends with 
the Japanese.” 

Sakl will be free of charge to 
those who drink the health of 
the Emperor, and foreigners 
who employ Japanese servants 
will be entitled to one bath s 
week at any of the bath houses 
in Hongkew free of charge, the 
document #dds.

TRAPPED LOCUSTS 
MAKE FERTILIZER 


DURBAN (BUPl —a trap that 
catches locusts and automat¬ 
ically converts them into fowl 
food and fertilizer has been In¬ 
vented by a farmer here. 

The trap consists of a wall of 
oilcloth set up across the line of 
a march of hopper invasion. 
The walls are funnel-shaped, to 
concentrate the swarm into a 
small passage. Near the bot¬ 
tle-neck are mazes of tinplate, 
designed to prevent the hoppers 
from retracing their steps be¬ 
fore they reach an upward 
ramp, covered with sacking to 
provide better foothold. 

The hopper swarm moves up 
the ramp, which ends abruptly 
over a trough, into which the 
swarm falls. 

A special rapid-heating boiler 
keeps up a circulation of boiling 
water through the trough, 
naturally killing the hoppers. 
From here they pass to a bln at 
the end of the trough and they 
are then bagged and sold as fowl 
food or fertilizer.

After air-raid wardens have 
visited every house and, as far 
as possible, actually tried on the 
various sizes of masks, it is an¬ 
ticipated that the distribution 
of masks to the whole popula¬ 
tion could be accomplished in 
'eight hours. 

FROM HOME OFFICE 
A memorandum from the 
Home Office has been sent out 
to all local authorities setting 
out the position at the moment j 
and the steps it will be neces¬ 
sary to take in the various lo¬ 
calities. 

Local authorities are asked to 
supply particulars of the numb¬ 
ers of men and women, and of 
children between the ages of 
four and sixteen years, and 
under two years in their areas. 

The Government, however, 
does not Intend to wait for this 
detailed information, but will 
supply respirators for local 
storage on a rough estimate of 
the requirements. Children un¬ 
der two years will be fitted with 
a protective device which will 
totally enclose them. 

It is possible that in at least 
one area the Government will ar¬ 
range a test distribution to 
everybody living there. 

FOR LIVESTOCfeALSO 
Experiments are <^o going 
forward for provision d(f means 
of protection for livestock. 
Household pets will have to be 
kept In the rooms which are 
sealed against gas. 

It is claimed that England is 
far ahead of any other country 
in arrangements for safeguard¬ 
ing the civilian population. 

The storage places to be pro¬ 
vided by the local authorities 
will be known as “local respira¬ 
tor stores.” From experiments 
conducted It is considered that 
in large towns each of the local 
stores should accommodate 30,- 
000 respirators.

The Ash will be placed In the 
city's ornamental pools, where 
•praying to destroy the mosquito 
larvae would kill lilies and 
other water plants, and in pools 
used by dairy farmers, where 
spraying with oil harms the 
stock.
